HE long list of outrages, anti-American riots, assassinations of Amer- | 


icans in Mexico, and demonstrations connived at by secret anti-Amer- 
ican societies, such as the League of Mexican Railway Employes, are 
leading up to a great and dangerous outbreak. El Grito, the 16th of Septem- 
ber, the Mexican day of independénce, has been chosen as the day for the first 


grand blow. 


Great and powerful secret forces, arrayed against the Diaz Gov- 


ernment, are behind the foment and agitation, and it is no exaggeration to 
say, in the light of the revelations to follow, that the dun clouds of war are 
beginning to gather on the southern border of the United States, 


If the files of the Mexican Herald 
amé the Monterey News for the current 
year be gone over and a list compiled 
of the unfortunate Americans who have 
fallen victims of the hatred of ‘‘grin- 
gos” ‘in the Republic, and then the ac- 
tual agitation now progressing be con- 
sidered, the uncolored facts will con- 
vinee anyone that there is grave trou- 
ble ahead. At best there will be a very 
heavy loss of American lives and prop- 
erty. 

The inner workings of the game are 
most ‘complex. They date back many 
years, and none can fully understand 
the situation unless they are known 
and weighed for their proper value. 

The roots of the trouble have their 
most ancient strike into the undying 
feeling between the Liberal or non- 
church party and the Conservative or 
church party. In Mexico, it has been 
the aim of Porfirio Diaz to eliminate 
this issue from politics. Its baneful in- 
fluence has been exampled in the his- 
tories of Venezuela, Colombia, Guate- 
mala, San Salvador. Peru, etc. He has 
sought to substitute the commercial, 
social and industrial issues which hold 
together the political parties in Eng- 
land, Germany and the United Statesfi 
and like powers. He went in as the 
champion of the Liberal party, and to- 
day no church of any denomination 
may hold property in the Republic, ex- 
cept in the name of some private indi- 
vidual, or may any churchman wear, 
in the streets, dress which will indicate 
that he follows any certain religious 
faith. 

‘Religious processions of almost all 
gorts are strictly forbidden, and on 
Ash Wednesday troops in squads are 
Gisposed at every street corner of the 

thoroughfares ready to put 
to ah end any outbreaks that may oc- 
cur among the populace. In his sec- 
Ond marriage the President chose an 
aristocratic woman, the daughter of his 
She is an 
ardent devotee to her religion.’ It has 
often been charged that because he 
became the conqueror of Mexico as a 
pronounced Liberal, and soon after the 
time when he was assured of power, 
made concessions of a marked nature 
to the Conservatives, that Diaz flopped 
to the church party. His marriage, 
and further concessions as his old ene- 
mies died off or changed to his friends 
have been the grounds for repeated al- 
legations that he had deserted the Lib- 
@rals. The trouble is that few men. in 
Mexico are great enough to undérstand

‘This brings us up to the personal am- 
— of one very powerful man, Gen. 


Bernardo Reyes, now Governor of the 
State of Nueva Leon and former Min- 
ister of War, a dashing soldier, an 
adroit diplomat, a born dictator. When 
his advancing ycars (he is now 76) 
warned the old Indian who had come 
out of Oaxaca to make his country 
great in peace, that he must relin- 
quish his seat at no distant day, he 
chose from’ the men around him the 
man who was most nearly of his own 
powers, Bernardo Reyes, and bringing 
him from the governorship of Nueva 
Leon, showed him marked honors that 
culminated in his appointment to the 
Cabinet in the office mentioned. He 
was rapidly pushed forwarg as Diazs 
representative into control of the po 
litical situation in Mexico, and the apti- 
tude with which he learned the duties 
that were to be his on his own respon- 
sibility showed that the President had 
been wise in his choice so far as the 
candidate's qualifications for rulership 
were concerned. Under his hand the 
Mexican army, which for efficiency, 
though not for appearance, is very 
nearly the equal of that of the United 
States, and, therefore, compares for its 
size with any of the world, became a 
wonderful machine, perfect in every 
detail. 

The blue boof of the European gov- 
ernments in which the letters of mili- 
tary attaches of the foreign diplomatic 
establishments are made public, attest 
what outside experts thought of the 
Mexican army under Bernardo Reyes. 
The soldiery, rank and file, though 
largely recruited from convicts and 
more or less wild tribesmen, worshiped 
him. His deeds in the field in his young- 
er days have been told and retold until 
he is today to Mexico what Phil Sheri- 
dan was to this nation. Among other 
things the President committed to his 
care, the preparation and publication of 
an elaborate autobiography of the Pres- 
ident’s eventful life. This was brought 
up to 10 years ago in date, and in it 
Diaz laid bare the motives of some of 
the astoundingly high-handed acts by 
which he gained control of the country 
and held it in subjection. This was 
printed in Madrid, so it is understood, 
and cases, each containing several 
thousand volumes, were distributed to 
the governors of the principal states. 
Bach Governor was practically com- 
manded to requisition a certain num- 
ber, this being considered a step of 
beneficent public policy, no matter how 
unusual it may seem to the American 
mind. 

But it is said that Bernardo Reyes 
learned too rapidly and the President

there was a plot, perhaps not. One day 
Reyes was summoned to the palace, the 
aides were sent away, and there was & 
strong scene between the greatest two 
men.in Mexico.

Bernardo Reyes “resigned’’ as Minister 
of War, and “accepted with deep honor 
and gratification” his old post as Gover- 
nor of the remote State of Nueva Leon.

Not by any overt act since that time 
has he shown resentment or given in- 
dication of any plans in his heart to 
wrest from the old patriot President 
the power to which he nearly succeeded 
in the natural course of events. How- 
ever, around him are crystallized the 
cause of the enemies which Diaz has 
made, as any strong man will make 
enemies. The broad Liberals, some hyp- 
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some fanatical, have turned 
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to him. Every disgruntled jefe politico 


has awaited his opportunity to see him 
withopt making a stated pilgrimage to 
Nueva Leon. Every over-amibtious of- 
ficer of the army has dreamed of fol- 
lowing Reyes in a grand and supposedly 
patriotic movement for freedom, until 
today the secret power and influence 
which are centered in this one man, 
still young and vigorous, with few ene 
mies of @ personal sort, with all those 
powers which caused him to be con- 
sidered fit to be President, now fully 
conserved and matured, is far greater 
than anyone but the intimately in- 
formed, could possibly imagine. Does 
he think that the time has come for 
the first move on the chessboard of the 
Mexican States? If he does and the first 
pawn is advanced, then I do not hesi-

greatest crisis in her history. 

Therefore, the real issue is obvious. 
The hoi polloi have been led to an an 
American eruption merely to serve fhe 
ends of the intriguers. Or. rather, the 
growing animosity has been cultivated 
and made use of. 

Realizing that Mexico never would de- 
velop her own marvelous wealth of re- 
sources, Diaz has afforded every in- 
ducement to foreigners and foreign 
capital in the way of concessions of 
mining, timber, plantation, railroad and 
industrial privileges. Americans having 
shown the’ greatest willingness, the 
greatest enterprise, and the largest 
amount of the sense of fair dealing, 
have been most favored among for- 
eigners. The late Collis P. Huntington 
led the advance for ,his countrymen, 


and until the day of his death he and 


Diaz were fast friends. 

In the City of Mexico one sees Amerl- 
2eng and American offices and estab- 
lishments on every hand. The city of 
Monterey is more American than many 
towns just beyond the Rio Grande. 


In all of the big operations that are 
going on the engineers, bosses and fore- 
men are Americans, assisted by Amer- 
ican ‘skilled labor, with Mexicans, Jap- 
anese or Chinese for the ordinary la- 
bor. On the railroads the American 
Officials have worked hard to educate 
the middle class Mexicans up to a 
standard of efficiency that will permit 
of their mixing in proportions of two 
to one with American engineers, con- 
ductors, brakemen, etc, 

It is from the organized body of these 
men that the present trouble proceeds, 





Mexico is full of fugitive Spanish, 





Italian and German anarchists, and 
they have preached the social revolu- 
tlon, and organized bodies of working- 
men along continental labor union lines. 
In mining camps such as Cananea night- 
ly meetings are held. In the cafes 





about the railway terminals the Mex- 
ican railway employes assemble every 
night to discuss the emancipation of 
the workingmen, and thus slowly 
through the Northern States and 
throughout the Federal district the 
spirit of revolt has been sown. The 
street laborers in the City of Mexico 
are organized in a fashion that would 
delight the heart of the most exacting 
walking delegate, The coming uprising 
would have been against Government, 
society and capital: in general, and 
would have been inconsequential and of 
brief duration if it were not the case 
that the capital chances to be Amer- 
ican capital, and the Government that 
is irksome is vigorous American boss- 
ing. The organized workingmen are 
about to rise against American domina- 
tion and against their own rulers who 
have seen that American domination is 
the first hope of the country’s industrial 
and commercial salvation. 

I have yet to meet the first American 
who had been in Mexico who hoped 
that it would some day be American 
territory. I have yet to meet the first 
Mexican who had not been in the 
United States who did not firmly be- 
lieve that ail Americans were eagerly 
waiting the day when they might 
pounce on Mexico and absorb her. This 
dread of national destruction at the 
hands of the gringos is everywhere, 
and foments a bitter brew of hatred 
against all gringos which most of the 
said gringos unfortunately ignore or at 


least underestimate. With the popu- 


lace filled with this fear and hatred, 
with the workingmen's organizations 
angry because Americans working with 
them demand and receive twice the pay 
the Mexivans can command, it can be 
easily understood how the revolt should 
be against Americans, Here was where 
the adroit enemiess of Diag saw their 
opportunity. They have joined the is- 
sues by bribing labor leaders and operat- 
ing through hired agitators drawn from 
a reckless class of educated adventur- 
ers, such as infests every Mexican city. 
When the revolutionists trembling in 
the background were detected in their 
operations by the excellént Mexican 
spy system large numbers of them were 
arrested, incarcerated incommunicado 
in Belem and other prisons; and many 
others received those interesting formal 
visits from “a friend of the jefe por; 
litico” or local personal representative 
of the President, and were informed 
that the world outside of Mexico was 
more salubrious for their earthly resi- 
dence than any spot within its borders.

Holds Good in Mexico. 

The man was Frank Bauer of Joplin. 
He killed John J. Brady at Velardena, 
Durango, Mexico. Brady was a Den- 
ver man. He had been a resident of the 
Mexican town only a short time when 
Bauer grew suspicious of his relations 
with Mrs. Bauer and gave him warn- 


ing. 

The killing occurred a week ater. 
Many Missouri friends of Bauer were 
greatly alarmed for him, believing that 
the Unwritten Law would have little 
weight in Mexico. They were mis- 
taken. Sympathy for Bauer was wide- 
spread. Arrangements were made for 
his release on a nominal bond. This 
bond was furnished by citizens of the 
town, each signing for a small amount. 
It was the general understanding that 
the bond was to be forfeited or that the 
case would never be called at all. 

Bauer was later reunited with his 
wife, whom he had never blamed. 

The most notable recent case was the 
killing of Stanford, White, the noted 
New York architett, by Harry K. 
Thaw, a type of the young Pittsburg 
millionaire. The tragedy, witnessed by 
ecores on the brilliantly lighted Madi- 
son Square Roof Garden, attracted the 
attention of a continent. 

Thaw, openly declaring that he be- 
Heved White guilty in his relationg with 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw, wife of the mil- 
lionaire and former artists’ model, re- 
fused to accept the advice of his attor- 
neys, and turned a deaf ear to his moth- 
er’s plea that he base his defense on 
emotional insanity. Within 12 hours 
after he shot White to death his lew- 
yers were at work obtaining evidence 
on which to bulid such a plea. The im- 
prisoned man was obdurate. He pre- 
ferred to trust to the Unwritten Law. 

Edmund F. Batiey' and his wife, Alva 
Batley, after separate trials at Ful- 
ton, Mo., @ month ago, on the charge 
of mumier, were acquitted under the 
Unwritten Law. Bailey shot and killed 
Jaw Lawder at Farber, Mo. Nov. 2, 
195, because of Lawder’s alleged rela- 
tions with Mra. Bailey. Mrs. Bailey, to 
save her husband, testified that she had 
been too fond of Lawder. She was in 
court with an infant in her arms, She 
said Lawder was its father ana it was 
named after him. 





‘ Bailey had been acquitted his 


wife was tued for complicity, and she 
also was acquitted. Lawder was a mine 
owner and Bailey was employed by 
him. 

Woman Killed Woman. 

Mrs. Grace Hutchinson of Buena Vis- 
ta, Colo., was acquitted almost instant- 
ly by a jury after her husband oon- 
fessed on the stand that his wife's ac- 
cusations as to Mrs. Carl Bode were 
just. Mrs. Hutchinson shot Mrs. Bode 
to death in her home after obtaining 
'from her husband a confession as to 
their relations. 

When Mrs. Hutchinson first learned 
of the attentions her husband was pay- 
ing to Mrs. Bode she begged him to 
leave Buena Vista with her. Arrange- 
ments were made to settle in another 
town. Hutchinson left, and his wife 
and son were to follow. Before Mra. 
Hutchinson received word from him she 
heard that he had returned, and on in- 
formation obtained from neighbors wit- 
nessed a meeting between him and Mrs. 
Bode. That night she bought a revolv- 
er and walked to the Bode home. She 
shot down Mrs. Bode, a former friend, 
as she stood in the doorway of her 
house. 

Mrs. Bode was the mother of three 
children, and had been married 18 
years. Her husband still protests his 
belief in her innocence. 

H. R. Chalmers, manager of a Mis- 
sissippi plantation 91 miles from Mem- 
phis, Tenn., exhibited supreme faith in 
the validity of the Unwritten Law. 
Chalmers suspected his wife, a pretty 
woman, 22 years old, and 8. A. Arnold, 
a close friend of both. J. W. Ekiridge 
was owner of the plantation on which 
Chalmers and Arnold were employed. 


Planned Shooting Calmly, 


Arnold left the plantation and went 
to Memphis, where he bougm™ a ticket 
to St. Louis, intending to go West. Mrs. 
Chalmers had quarrelied with her hus- 
band about Arnold, and was then in 
Memphis with a sister. Chaimers be- 

Heved the two were about to elope He 
went to Memphis, heavily armed, ac- 
companied by a young son of the plan- 
tation owner and bearing a remarkable 
letter from J. W. Eldridge, his em- 
gent” letter, written and dated before 
Chalmers left the plantation, was ad- 
dressed “To Whom It May Concern,” 
and said that Chalmers was about to 





_ into grave trouble. Aid was asked 





in obtaining bond for him or in any 
other way. This was accepted by the 
Memphis authorities as meaning that 
Chalmers decided upon his course of ac- 
tion before he left the plantation, and 
did so with the consent of Eldridge. 

Chalmers and Arnold met in the bar 
of the fashionable Hotel Gayoso, 
through an appointment made by young 
Eldridge. A drink was ordered. As it 
was set on the bar Chalmers leaned 
over and thrust his revolver against 
Arnold, firing three times. Any one of 
the wounds would have proven fatal. 

A case somewhat similar to that at 
Buena Vista occurred at Richmond, Ky., 
early in June. Mrs. Nannie Nuckels shot 
and killed Mrs. Vania Black on the 
Berea College campus in the presence 
of 10,000 persons, 

Wife Slays Pretty Widow. 


The occasion of the gathering was the 
opening of a memorial chapel dedicated 
to Miss Helen Gould. In the presence 
of the throng Mrs. Nuckles approached 
Mrs. Black, who was a young wiiow, 
accused her and shot her to death as a 
denial was shaping itself on ‘her lips. 

Mrs. Nuckles said after the killing 
that she had been taunted by her 
younger rival, and that her husband 
had neglected her for the widow. Mrs. 
Black’s taunt was that Nuckles found 
her more attractive than his wife, but 
she denied any illicit relations. 

Josephine Terranova’s acquittal for 
killing her uncle and aunt in New York 
was in reality a further manifestation 
of the working of the Unwritten Law. 
She accused her uncle of of mistreating 
her, and her aunt, his wife, of shielding 
and encoureging him in his brutality. 
She wedded a young Italian, and told 
him of her uncle's acta. 

The young husband drove his bride 
from his home She, believing that re- 
venge would wipe ow the offense in his 
eyes, stabbed her uncle and aunt to 
death. Terranova accepted her again 
after her acquittal. She was tried only 
for the murder of her aunt. The case 
against her for killing her uncle was so 
much weaker that it was nolle prose- 
quied after the first verdict. 

Owen Nesbit, a traveling man, _ re- 
turning unexpectedly to his home in 
Knoxville, Tenn. found Frank Brown, 
son of a well-to-do Knoxville merchant, 
in his home. As Nesbit entered Brown 
ran toward a door. Nesbit fired twice, 
killing the young man instantly.

Louis made a statement after her hus- 
band, Charles Mommertz, was killed 
with a butcher knife by Michael 
Schmitt, his landlord, accusing Schmitt 
of illicit relations with herself. 

The Unwritten Law in this instance, 
if her statement is accepted by the 
jury which tries Schmitt, will act In re- 
verse of its usual effect. Mrs. Mom- 
mertz says that her husband, enraged 
when he found that his home had been 
violated, accused Mommertz, and that 
Mommertz killed him. She said Mom- 
mertz had threatened to do this ff she 
ever confessed their guilt to her hus- 
band. 

What is to be done with the avenger 
who makes a mistake and kills the 
wrong man? This question will appear 
in the trial of a man named Burton at 
San Antonio, Fla. He believed he had 
reason to shoot Dr. Nichols, a dentist. 
He went to the dentist's office, knocked 
on the door and when a Man appeared, 
fired. He instantly killed R. E. Wish- 
art of Ocala, Fla., who chanced to be 
at the dentist's office. Wishart had 
never seen Burton nor his wife.

ELECTRICAL POWER DIRECT FROM MINE. 

Of special interest to the electrical interests, power 
users and manufacturing industries, says Fuel, is the 
proposed installation of an electric plant at the Chig- 
necto coai mines in Nova Scotia.

MR. HADLEY’S EXPLANATION. 

Speaking on behalf of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion, of which he is ex-officio a member, Attorney- 
General Hadley explains through today’s Sunday 
Post-Dispatch the ideas which controlled the Board 
in assessing the public service corporations of 5t. 
Louis and the State at large. 

He points out one feature of the work of the 
Board for which it deserves recognition and credit. 
It found certain corporations “political” and others 
“non-political.” It’ found the assessments of cor- 
porations active in politics lower than of those which 
let. politics alone and attend to their own affairs. It 
corrected this abuse, which has been a notorious one. 

This was well done. Beyond this, Mr. Hadley ex- 
plains that the property of public service corpora- 
tions was assessed at one-third of ita real value, as 
far as the Board could determine what this real 
value was. This was done, he says, because the gen- 
eral rule of assessment on the real and personal 
property of individuals as well as of corporations, 
does not give an average in excess of a third of real 
values. He is confident that the assessment on St. 
Louis property in general will not average over a 
third of market value. 

This explanation manifestly defeats its own pur- 
pose. We take it on its face that the actual average 
is, say, a third of real walues on all the individual 
and corporate property. of the State. Then there 
must be as much assessed above as below the aver- 











PINE WOOD TURNED TO SILK. 

About five tons of artificial silk are now manufac- 
tured daily in Europe, and the demand far exceeds 
the supply. This is one of the many modern products 
of cellulose, that wonderful substance of which the 
microscopic cells of plants are agers and which corm- 
poses about one-third of all the’vegetable and animal 
matter in the world. Robert Kennedy Duncan, now 
professor of industrial chemistry in the University of 
Kansas, writing of “The Wonders of Cellulose’’ in 
Harper’s Magazine for September, points out its pos- 
sibilities for the manufacturer. For instance, he 
writes: ‘A pine tree is worth $10 a ton; cut and 
stripped it is worth $15; boiled into pulp it is worth 
$40; bleached it is worth $55; which, turned into vis- 
cose and spun Into silk, is worth $5500.’

Thus we have a total assessment against 
these corporations of $140,500,000 for the entire 
State. It is an increase of $17,500,000, as Mr. Hadley 
shows. But this total assessment on property ana 
capitalization of public service corporations for the 
entire State is greatly exceeded by the capitaliza- 
tion of the public service corporations holding fran- 
chises from the city of St. Louis alone. 

Mr. Hadley cites a case in which the common 
stock of such corporations has no market value at all. 
It is, however, part of the total capitalization on 
which, so far as they possibly can, these corporations 
assess the public for their own returns. What we 
have on Mr. Hadley’s showing is a State assessment 
which bases itself on the market value of stock, 
said to be worthless in part, while this same stock 
at its full face value is part of the public service 
corporation’s assessment against the publie in its 
own system of taxing the public. 

Another point on which Mr. Hadley’s explanation 
is open to controversy is its ground that the public 
service corporation, holding franchises of the highest 
value from the public, should be taxed only as the 
earner is taxed who has no privilege from the State 
whatever. That private right and the earnings of 
work, without privilege, should be the standard for 
deciding what returns the State ought to expect 
from the privileges it grants at the expense of private 
right—this is nota tenable position.

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THE UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 

The condition of public affairs in Cuba is a re- 
minder that the United States Government has a 
self-assumed duty towards the island Republic and 
a right, if necessary, to take an active interest in 
the revolutionary movement. 

The so-called Platt amendment was incorporated 





Government, and its provisions were afterwards con- 
firmed by treaty, which binds both Governments in 
a bond of reciprocal obligations. 

One of the provisions of this amendment is “that 
the Government of Cuba consents that the United 
States may exercise the right to intervene for the

Is the Democratic party anxious to confess that, 
without principles or definite policies, it has reached 
such a low ebb of political fortune that it. must 
stake its fuéure on the personality of one man, how- 
ever magnetic and talented he may be? 

And the men in the front of the Bryan movement 

what inspiration for the people can be found in 
either their public characters or manifest motives? 
Only one man on the program represents an issue— 
Gov. Folk—but he represents his own issue, not in 
harmony with any issue that Mr. Bryan specifically 
represents, and has an ambition of his own, opposed 
to Mr. Bryan’s ambition. Gov. Folk’s latest reform 
idea of a State commission to regulate public service 
corporations, directly opposes and is intended to 
supersede Mr. Bryan’s plan of Government owner- 
ship. 

One can imagine the enthusiasm with which Mr. 
Belmont, who holds millions of spoils in watered 
stock of New York’s public service corporations, 
will suppor¢ Mr. Bryan’s plan of public ownership. 
Edward F. Goltra, who as a personal friend, will 
meet Mr. Bryan in his private yacht, is a successful 
young business man, with interests in trusts which 
create as much sympathy between him and Mr. 
Bryan as exists between a Prince of India and a 
howling dervish. Former Gov. D. R. Francis, as a 
heavy stockholder in several railroads and as banker, 
broker and capitalist, would be an ardent advocate 
of Mr. Bryan’s public ownership, anti-trust, angi- 
railroad, anti-bank ideas. 

Mose Wetmore, whose chief distinction is that of 
a squeezer of a million out of a trust, is an admirable 
counselor on the subject of anti-trust policies, 

Harry Walker, who is the chief organizer of the 
reception and who will introduce Gov. Folk to Mr. 
Bryan, is a Tammany barnacle, whose masters are 
admirable exponents of policies designed to relieve 
the public of the burden of privilege and graft. 

Augustus Thomas, principal orator of the recep- 
tion, is a clever writer of comedies and has such a 
keen perception of comedy situations that one can 
hardly imagine him making a serious sptech to his 
returning idol under such tickling conditions. 

Senator Stone, discredited in his own State by 
work in behalf of the trusts and corporations, and, 
with a smashed machine, representing in practical 
politics everything that Mr. Bryan condemns, pre- 
sents a figure as Mr. Bryan’s chief political lieuten- 


ant which is fit to excite inextinguishable laughter

WHAT AN ENGLISH 
LEGISLATOR EATS.

LONDON, Aug. 25.—When the coOm- 
position of the present House of Com- 
mons became known there was a gen- 
eral fear that its members would be 
too strenuous in the pursuit of legisla- 
tion to allow themselves time for food, 
and that the receipts of the Kitchen 
Committee would suffer.

JEFFERSON Cra 2; Aug. 23.— 
Attorney-General Hadley, who has 
taken an active part in the work of 
the State Board of Equalization, when 
asked today as to whether he cared 
to make any statement in reference to 
the criticism of the Post-Dispatch as 
to the valuations made by the board 
of the property of public service cor- 
porations of the State, and particularly 
of the Terminal Railroad and the Unit- 
ed Railways of St. Louis, said: 

“I have read the editorials of the 
Post-Dispatch upon this subject and am 
very glad to explain the action of the 
board in the assessment of the value of 
the corpurate property in the State, and 
particularly of the two corporations re- 
ferred to. I am, of course, in no way 
the defender of the State Board of 
Equalization, as all the members are 
abundantly able to speak for them- 
selves, but as the criticism of your 
paper was made in a good spirit, al- 
though based upon a misunderstanding 
of facts, I am giad of the opportunity 
to show wherein its criticism is not 
well founded. 

“The editorials in question attribute 
to the present Board of Equalization a 
desire to assess the valuation of cor- 
porate properties correctly, but express 
the opinion that we have fallen short 
of that result. This question, of course, 
requires in the first instance a deter- 
mination as to the percentage of valua- 
tion at which corporate property is to 
be assessed. Upun this proposition there 
can be no question but that the prop- 
erty of public service corporations 
should be assessed at the same percent- 
age of valuation as is real and per- 
sonal property belonging either to cor- 
porations or individuals. 

“The investigations of the State 
Board of Equalization has convinced me 
and I think all the members of the 
board, that the real and personal prop- 
erty of the State, except in a few iso- 
lated cases in municipalities which have 
heavy municipal expenses to meet, are 
not assessed at over one-third of their 
real or market value and in the agri- 
cultural districts at less than one-third. 
The evidence heard by the board in 
reference to the valuation of property 
in the City of St. Louis shows that 
while in the residence district real es- 
tate was assessed in some instances at 
more than one-third of its value, yet in 
the business district such was not the 
case, and personal property was, in our 
opinion, assessed at much less than one- 
third of its value. The average assess- 
ment of the value of real and personal 
property in St. Louis is certainly not 
over one-third of its market value. 

“another fact which should be kept in 
mind in considering whether the assess- 
ments made by the State Board of 
Equalization are correct or not, is that 
the assessment made this year was for 
the property as it existed in June, 1905; 
that is, the assessment made in any 
year is for the value of the property 


the year previous. 
Increases of Assessments. 


“When the present State Board of 
Equalization, composed of GOV. Folk, 
Secretary of State Swanger, Treasurer 


Gmelich, Auditor Wilder and myself, 
came into office, the assessed valuation 
of the public service corporation of the 
State amounted in round numbers to 
$123,000,000. The present board has in 
the last two years increased that as- 
sessment over $17,500,000, an increase of 
nearly one-sixth of the valuation as it 
existed at the time we came into office, 
an increase far in excess of the natural 
increase in the valuation of the prop- 
erty. This increase represents a cor- 
rection of what we considered inade- 
quate and unequal assessments that 
have been made by previous boards. 
This increase also shows less on its 
face than it is in reality, for it is a 
net increase offset by several decreases 
in assessment. To illustrate: The Rock 
Island, a nonpolitical road, was as- 
sessed by the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion in 1904 at $18,000 a mile, while the 
main line of the Burlington, a political 
road, was assessed the same year at 
$16,000 a mile. It is, of course, a well- 
known fact that the Burlington is more 
valuable property than the Rock 
Isiand. This inequality was corrected 
by the present board by a reduction in 
the main line of the Rock Island and 
an increase in the Burlington. 

‘In the case of ‘the United Railways 
Co. and the Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, the assessment of which two 
companies furnished the basis of the 
criticism referred to, the facts. show 
that the board assessed the value of 





their real or market value. 

“One of the best recognized methods 
for determining the value of the proper- 
ty of any corporation is to take the val- 
nue of its stock and bonds in case they 
have a regular market value. This is one 
of the methods recognized by the courts 
in passing upon the value of the proper- 
ty of public service corporations, 

“In the year ending June, 1905, the 
United Railways Co. had outstanding in 
round numbers $13,000,000 of preferred 
stock worth about 80 cents a share and 
$25,000,000 of common stock worth about 
30 cents cents a share, a total market 
value of its preferred and common stock 
of about $18,000,000. It had a bond issue 
of approximately $25,000,000 worth par, 
thus the value of the property as repre- 
sented by the stock and bonds in June, 
1905, was approximately $43,500,000. This 
property was assessed at $18,500,000, an 
assessment of which certainly the United 
Railways has more reason to complain 
that the public generally, which is only 
paying taxes upon one-third of lesa than 
one-third of the value of its property. 

“In the case of the Terminal Railroad 
Association the facts disclose with equal 
clearness that the Board assessed the 
property up to fully one-third of its 
market value as nearly as the same 
could be determined from the evidence 
submitted. 


The Terminal Case. 


“While it is true, as stated by the 


Post-Dispatch, that the Terminal Rail- 
road Association has an authorized bond 
issue of $50,000,000, it is also true it only 
has an actual bond issue -of $30,000,000, 
which is secured by not only the prop- 
erty of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion, but also the Wiggins Ferry, the 
Eads Bridge, the Merchants Bridge, and 
the St, Louis Merchants Bridge Termin- 
al Railroad Co. All of these properties 
are assessed separately, the assessment 
of the half of the Eads Bridge in Mis- 
souri being at $1,900,000, of the half of 
the Merchants Bridge in Missouri at 
$703,000, of the St. Louis Merchants 
Bridge Terminal Railway Co. at $567,- 
064, the Wiggins Ferry at $2,000,000, and 
the Terminal] Railroad Association prop- 
erty at $5,000,000, thus the total assess- 
ment of the properties of the Terminal 
Railroad Association covered by the $30,- 
000,000 bond issue amounts to over $10,- 
000,000. When it is considered that the 
stock of the Terminal Railroad Associ- 
ation has no market value, and that at 
least $6,000,000 of its property is located 
in the State of Illinois, it is readily ap- 
parent that these properties have been 
assessed at one-third of their value as 
represented by the value of the bonds 
outstanding against them. 

“If another recognized method of de- 
termining the value of this property is 
adopted, namely its cost of construction, 
it is also clear that the board has not 
under assessed its valuation. According 
to the sworn statemnt on file in the of- 
fice of the Boara of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners, the cost of the 
construction of these various properties 
amounted in round numbers to $24,000,000, 
and yet it is assessed at over $10,000,000, 
nearer one-half than one-third as shown 
by the cost of construction. 

“The only other method which is rec- 
ognized by the courts in determining 
the value of the property of public serv- 
ice corporations is a capitalization of 
the earnings at 5 per cent. As the Ter- 
minal Railroad Association has no net 
earnings in the sense that other public 
service corporations have, the Board 
was compelled to rely upon the other 
methods referred to, namely, the cost 
of construction and the value of its 
outstanding stocks and bonds. 

“The point that I particularly desire 
to make clear is that the Board of 
Equalization has during the last two 
years proceeded upon a definite, con- 
crete theory in the assessment of the 
valuation of the properties of the pub- 
lic service corporation of the State, and 
has endeavored to treat all alike, and 
to treat all in the same manner that 
an ordinary citizen is treated by his 
local assessor. That we have, in sev- 
eral instances, failed to do this, that 
we have assessed some compznies too 
high and others too low, would be not 
unexpected in view of the fact that the 
opportunities that we have for investi- 
gation are necessarily limited. 

“Another condition, which fs un- 
fortunate, is that the only persons 
who have appeared before the State 
Board, either this or last year, are 
representatives of corporations ask- 
ing for a reduction. During that time 
not a single representative of the 
public, or of any civic organization, 
has appeared before us to give us any 
information or assistance in fixing 
assessments, 

“The Board, which is in theory a semi- 
judicial body, is thus compelled to do 
the work of investigating itself, and 
thus represent the public not only in 
the capacity of attorney, but also as 
judge. 

‘“‘As we are all of us reasonably busy 
in the discharge of duties in our de- 
spective offices, it would be a source of 
surprise if there were not some _ in- 
equalities in our assessments. Though 
the fact that a bipartisan board has, 
during a period of two years, been 
unanimous in every action taken, is a 
reasonable guarantee that there has 
been an earnest endeavor to fix the val- 
uation of the property of the public 
service corporations in the State at the 
same proportion as the real and person- 
al property of the State is fixed by the 
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these properties at fuliy one-third of

YATES LEADER 





His Personal Ambition to Be 
Governor Was Staked 
on Result, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., Aug. 2.—Did 
politics shorten the life of James S. Ne- 
ville, Mayor of Bloomington and chair- 
man of the Board of Railway and Ware- 
house Commissioners of Illinois? Many 
of his fellow citizens and friends who 
knew him best, believe the answer is 
yes. His death, coming but a fortnight 
after the defeat of ex-Gov. Yates, is 
more than a coincidence in the opinion 
of those who have been intimately asso- 
ciated with the dead leader. 

Mayor Neville was not talkative and 
had few confidants. He gave no out- 
ward evidence of the effect that the de- 
feat of Yates had upon him, yet those 
who had watched his efforts in behalf 
of the ex-Governor, knew that the vic- 
tory of Senator Cullom made a wound 
that went deep and in the view of many 
who knew him best, was fatal. 

Mr. Neville was big in body and heart 
and was popular with men of all creeds 
and parties. As a candidate for alder- 
man, he polled about all the votes cast, 
and when he was induced to come out 
for Mayor two years ago, he received 
the largest majority ever civen a can- 
didate for that office in Bloomington. 

He first attracted attention in State 
politics in 1900 when he championed the 
cause of Richard Yates. He led what 
many believed to be a forlorn hope, 
but he organized McLean County so 
successfully as to give Yates control 
and inaugurated such a tidal wave of 
Yates enthusiasm as to place his candi- 
date in the Governor’s chair. 

For this service he was made a mem- 
ber of the Board of Railway and Ware- 
house Commissioners and most of the 
time since has been chairman and prac- 
tically dictating the policies of the 
board. The action of Gov. Deneen in 
leaving Neville at the head of the board 





in planning for the future, and every- 
thing had been calculated except the 
rost potent of all, death. Buoyant. tn 
health and spirits, a cheery word for 
everyone, Mayor Neville was the last 
man in Bloomington to be selected as 
walking near the great shadew. It is 
doubtful if he realized his condition. It 
is significant, however, that one week 
after the strenuous campaign, which 
terminated in the overthrow of Yates, 
that he felt the need of recuperafion 
and went to an Indiana resort in the 
hope of finding it. 

The efforts of Mayor Neville to secure 
victory for Yates were not confined to 
Central Illinols. He was one of the 
most active of the lieutenants of the 
former Governor, and the brunt of the 
campaign fell upon his sheylders. he 
doubtless felt that the ill success might 
be charged up to his remissness, al- 
though those who knew what he had 
done for’ Yates, in truth, have in- 
sisted that was a wrong view. Mr. 


ji Neville had Jinked his political existence 


with that of Yates, and the overthrow 
of the latter may have convinced him 
that his own future was blighted. 


Was Stronger Than Cause. 


This assumption. too. would have 
been untrue. It is possible and in the 
idea of many, probable, that Mayor 
Neville took tne defeat of Yates as his 
own defeat and allowed the triumph of 
Cullom to worry him, perhaps into his 
grave. He had previously enjoyed good 
health and this fact added to the sur- 
prise over the sudden summons, 

He was a man of great force of 
¢haracter, clear purpose and fine will 
power. He had executive capacity, the 
capacity for doing things. His faith 
and his courage in — forward 
any work to which he made up his 
mind, was truly admirable. This was 
illustrated not only in municipal affairs 
but in those connected with State and 
political matters, He had the 
confidence essential to leadership. 
had hammered down opposition and 
secured absolute control in city and 
county politics and was prominent in 
State affairs. Although he met his first 
Waterloo in the recent primaries, yet 
it was generally believed that so mas- 
terful a man in the rime activity 
would yet go far in the State. He 
a gentler side and those who knew him 
intimately, knew a big heart and ten- 
der sympathy. He was not rich but he 
had amassed a comfortable fortune in 
his law nggecere of twenty years. His 
activity politics had lessened his op- 
portunity at the bar, but he had been 
very successful in law and was well 
read and his advice was highly re- 
garded.

There has 
been a considerable element of the pic- 
turesque in the proceedings of the 
recently, but in an outsider it must be 
admitted that the fetes in this pictur- 
esque little town have appeared much 
more as an expression of Breton good 
will to the whole of Great Britain rath- 
er than as an outburst of Celtic en- 
thusiasm. 

Indeed, the people of this part of Brit- 
tany, Celtic as is their origin, retain 
comparatively few racial characteris- 
tics. Out of the huge crowd that filled 
the park on Monday to watch the bar- 
baric ceremonies, not five in a thou- 
s2nd understood the Breton language, 
and even fewer had any fdea of the 
meaning of the mystic rites. 

The retention by the Welsh of their 
own language, despite their near union 
with England and their loyalty to the 
English Government, is one of the most 
curious ethnological facts of modern 
Icurope, but the Bretons have not re- 
tained their tongue to anything like the 
same extart. 


The language is still 
district of Finisterre, but it is not 
taught in the schools, and there are 
hardly any Bretons who do not speak 
I’rench, though there are many Welsh 
still who do not speak English.

Women Retain Racial Beauty. 


Judging, too, by the men and women 
who have represented Wales nere dur- 
ing the last few days, there would not 
Seem to be much in common between 
the character and point of view of the 
two peoples... The Bretons are curiously 
quiet for Frenchmen, but they lack the 
Gcourness of the Welsh. They have 
something of the same appreciation of 
miusic, without, as far as wone cculd 
judge, the Welsh executive ability. They 
have the same instinctive guod man- 
ners as are possessed by the Irish, Cor- 
nish, Welsh, and other ‘eltic people, 
and their women, both fn beauty and 
virtue, may be compared with the Irish. 
But it does not appear there is any 
widely-felt desire among the lBretons to 
be differentiated from other Pranchmen. 
And this is particularly noticeable even 
in talking to men who have been prom- 
inent here in the arranging of the inzer- 
national festivities, 

There is, of course, a small band of 
enthusiasts of whom this is not in the 
least true, and who eagerly fight for 
the retention of all that is character- 
istically Breton. There are two papers 
published in Brittany, parts of the con- 
tents of which are printed in the old 
Celtic tongue, and one little sheet which 
is entirely printed in the same language. 


Three of the Enthusiasts, 


These enthusiasts have naturally been 


much in evidence during the last few 
days. One of them, a fine old French 
aristocrat, was the most dignified figure 
at the Gorsedd on Monday. Another has 
the typical face of a poet, and I am 
told by the select few who read Breton 
that his work justifies his look: and a 
third is a recluse spending laborious 
days studying the ancient literature of 
his country. 

Although it was curious to note that 
no Catholic priest took any prominent 
part in the celebrations, the eager 
Breton nationalists are for the most 
part Catholic and conservative, devout 
sons of the Church, and haters of Re- 
publicanism, Democracy and M. 
Combes. 

But Brittany is no longer the citadel 
of reaction. 

At the last election many Radicals 


and recently the corporation of Brest 
has crossed out the name of an ancient 
saint from one of its streets to rechris- 
ten it the Rue Zola, the modern realist 
and reformer making even the Breton 
forget the saints of his tradition. 


Merely Good Fellowship. 


In St. Brieuc the work of arrange- 
ment for the fetes has largely been in 
the hands of prosperous commercial 
men, who stand for anything but con- 
servatism, and it is among this class 
that one feels. that the extraordinary 
warmth of the reception to the Welsh 
has been almost entirely an outcome 
of the general adherence to the “en- 
tente cordiale.’’ 

It would be easy indeed to find amuse- 
ment in the sight of the staid, middle- 
aged Welshman attiring himself in 
white robes, dubbing himself Druid, and 
enlarging on the virtues of mistletoe; 
but there is an ideal behind the symbol- 
ism, and with the keeping of the an- 
clent language there is a vast encour- 
agement for the writing of poetry, the 
composing and singing of songs, and for 
the acquiring of the general apprecia- 
tion of art which widely enlarges the 
life of the Welsh miner and Welsh peas- 
ant, and gives him something which 
may be called culture in the best sense 
of the word. 

As far as one can judge, the Welsh 
national movement, which culminates 
each year with the Eisteddfod, has no 
parallel in Brittany, and it is to attain 
the same power of adding the joys of 
imagination to the toils of the modern 
world that the small band of enthusiasts 
in Brittany, to whom I had referred, 
wear national costume, hold Druidical 
ceremonies and employ the Breton 


tongue. 

How far they will succeed has yet to 
be proved. On the face of things, as the 
observer sees them, there would appear 
to be small signs of the triumph of their 
ideas. but, on the other hand, one re- 
members that a hundred years ago the 
Czech language, which is now com- 
monly talked, was quite as dead as the 
Breton is today, and that Gaelic, which 
a generation ago had almost been for- 
gotten, is now being taught in hundreds 





of Irish schools, and even by the Lon- 
don County Council.

OYSTER PLANT. 


Mississippi Aids in Cultivation 


of Luscious Bivalve. 

JACKSON, Miss., Aug. 25.—Since May 
1 the Mississippi Oyster Commission has 
expended about $40,000 in replenishing 
the reefs by the planting of shells. The 
members of this body are convinced that 
by a process of cultivation the Missis- 
sippi oyster beds will yield at least 
double the annual catch, and that it is 
imperative that something be done for 
their propagation, owing to the State’s 
heavy loss in the boundary dispute de- 
cision. 

The experiments thus far made in 
Planting shells have been eminently suc- 
cessful, and it will be many years be- 
fore the Mississippi oyster beds are de- 
pleted like those of Chesapeake Bay. In 
fact, it is doubtful if they ever reach 
the condition of the beds in Maryland 
waters, for the Mississippi oyster stows 
much more rapidly than its Maryland 
brother.

NAPLES, Italy; Aug. 18.—Gorrento, 
Italy, is filled with unquenchable curi- 
osity, for a multi-millionaire, reputed to 
have been an American but now an Eng- 
lishman, has descended upon the lovely 
town, has begun tearing down an his- 
toric church, and is preparing to build 
a wonderful palace, such as you read 
of in old romances or modern fairy tales. 

The multi-millionaire is William Wal- 
dorf Astor. 

‘Nred of Cliveden, his palatial rest- 
dence on the banks of the Thames— 
which he gave to his elder son as @ 
wedding present—anxious, doubtless, for 
a change from the severely Tudor sur- 
roundings of Hover Castle, his Kentish 
mansion, and above all, desirous of 
making a great collection of classic 
antiquities, he has purchased the free- 
hold of a villa and estate on the bay 
of that lovely Italian town. .

Mr. Astor is not a collector in the true 


sense of the word. He has no idea’ of 
making a gallery or a museum. He 
cares nothing for quantity. His inter- 
est is in antiques of the Roman or 
Graeco-Roman period. In his taste he 
is a pure classicist. He is said to have 
paid Charles Davis, the London dealer 
who is art adviser to the King, $35,000 
for a tiny piece of topaz with a classic 
head cf Pallas carved upon it, reputedly 
belonging to the haleyon period of 
Greek art when Phidias flourished. The 
thing is intrinsically insignificant, put 
its bec.uty Is severely classical and it is 
highly treasured by Mr. Astor. It is 
not easy to acquire really fine articles 
of that period, for few of them are ex- 
tant; the authentication of them is dif- 
ficult, if not impossible, and all down 
the qeaturtes they have been extensive- 
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roduced. But Italy is the only

Mr. Astor is said to have paid $26,000 
for the house and $40,000 for the garden, 
with the large church and college. There 
latter Mr. Astor is now demolishing— 
apparently without arousing protest. 
The church, originally dedicated to San 
Giorgio, dates back to the earlier half 
of the fifteenth century, and contained 
a celebrated picture of the Madonna be- 
longing to that epoch. This painting 
formed the altar-piece of the recond 
side chapel. During the Turkish tnva- 
sion of 1558 it was pierced with lance 
thrusts. 

The Dominicans preserved it at their 
convent of Caserlano. whence it passed 
into the keeping of the Benedictine 
Sisters of the Grotto of St. George. who 
inhabited this Sorrento convent and 
used the church ti 1798 When the 
Jesuit fathers purchased the property 
in 1838 they dedicated it to their San 
Luigi, or Saint Aloysiua Gonzaga. a« he 
ia generally called, and they then com- 
missionea a skilled artist to restore the 
greatly dilapidated Madonna canvas. 
This was done, leaving. however. two 
of the lance marks in token of the his- 
toric sacrilege.

Arrest of Army Officer Leads 
to Big Gambling 
Exposure.

BERLIN, Aug. %.—A great society 


Scandal at Munich is causing intense 
excitement in Bavarian society. One 
royal prince, two ducks, about twenty 
counts, and many lesser members of the 
-nobility are involved in the scandal, 
which has overwhelmed many leading 





Bavarian families with grief and shame. 

The root of the whole evil appears to 
be a fashionable club at Munich, which 
is nothing less than a gambling @esort 
of the worst type. Night after night, 
gambling proceeds here to a reckless ex- 
tem, and enormous sums are won and 
lost daily between the hours of midnight 
and six in the morning. 

Heavy losses have ruined many prom- 
ising young officers of the Bavarian 
army, as well as numerous young nobie- 
men and members of the Civil Service. 

Some of them, unable to face the dis- 
grace of not paying debts incurred at 
the card tables, resorted to all sorts of 
swindles to secure sufficient funds to 


enable them to continue attendance at 
the club. 

Others committed suicide to escape the 
consequences of their folly. The suicides 
include Count Mex Preysing, who was 
unable to pay gambling debts exceeding 





$500, 000. 

Prince Francis Joseph of Bavaria is 
implicated in the scandal owing to the 
fact that a number of officers forged 
his signature to promissory notes, 
whereby they obtained large sums of 
money by fraud. 

Investigations have shown that sums 
up to $260,000 have changed hands within 
the club in one night. Some unscrupu- 
lous members resorted to systematic 
card sharping in order to fleece inexperi- 
enced players. One young officer has 
been arrested in connection with the 
gcandal, but the precise charge against 
him is not known. 

These revelations have created a pro- 
found sensation throughout Germany.

LANDER, Wyo., Aug. 25.—Mrs. Dick 
Washakie, wife of the Chief of the 
Shoshone Indians who live upon the 
Windy River Reservation, a part of 
which was recently thrown open to 
settlers, {s going to try to induce the 
members of her tribe to discard the 
dress, habits and customs of red folk 
and adopt those of the whites. 

Mrs. Washakie is acknowledged to be 
the handsomest and most accomplished 
squaw in the Shoshone tribe and she 
exercises a powerful influence among 
her people. She was educated at a mis- 
sion school on the reservation and 
speaks English fluently. 

She says hte Shoshones should cast 
off the habiliments of savagery and 
give up the habits and customs handed 
dewn tofthem from heir ancestors in 
order to win the respect and confidence 
of the Government and of the white 
people of the nation, to save themselves 
from ultimate extinction as a race, and 
to do that work in the world which 
their great natural abilities warrant 
them in undertaking. So long as they 
cling to’the dress, habits and customs 
she’ argues, just so long 
will they be looked upon with con- 
tempt and treated with contumely by 
the whites and regarded with suspicion 
iby the Government. 

Will Not Give Up Old Customs. 

The red man is singularly tenacious 
of his habits and customs. He may be 
put into the environment of civiliza- 
tion and given a university education, 
but if he go back to the homes of his 
people the probabilities all are that he 
will quickly fall back into their habits 
and customs and again become a sav-

They were chased by two British frig- 
ates, but, being favored with fair winds 
and fortunate fogs, passed safely 
through the Straits of Gibraltar. 

Here the pirate captain lost his bear- 
ings. He had no charts of the Mediter- 
ranean, and no knowledge of the coast. 
Before long they hove in sight of a 
small island, which they found to be un- 
inhabited and waterless. 

They packed their treasure in two 
great copper boilers and landed them at 
the southeastern corner of the island. It 
tovok ten men to get the treasure on 
shore, and they buried it close by the 
landing place eight or nine feet deep, 
and then salled away to the nearest port 
to get water, provisions and charts. 

Later, said Robinson, they came in 
with two unarmed merchant’ vessels, 
which they could not resist robbing and 
scuttling.

“Their system is _ finished—all they 
have to do is to maintain it and 
strengthen it a little bit here and there 
occasionally. We are still building and 
have much more to build, and our 
levees do not as yet come near. pre- 
senting the margin of safety which the 
Holland dikes offer. Our organization 
in the Mississippi Valley is excellent, 
and our laws are highly efficient. Un- 
fortunately our laws are not enforced 
as well as they should be, and our peo- 
ple do not treat the levees with the 
resrect which the Hollanders give to 
theirs. 

Buildfagz Methods Primitive. 


“In one characteristic, however, we 
are away behind. Our methods of build- 
ing levee embankments are primitive, 
antiquated and inadequate. We are 
Pbuilding levees now as they used to 
be built in the beginning, viz: With 
wheelbarrow and men, and with mules 
and scrapers. Our levees have gradual- 
ly become so high that they are prac- 
tically beyond the endurance of man 
and beast to construct with economy. 
It is such a task for a man with a 
wheelbarrow to carry three or four 
cubic feet of earth to the top of a 
high levee, or for a pair of mules with 

jj a scraper to haul one-third’ of a cu- 

if ose bie yard to the ton of a high levee, 

that we are compelled to pay high 
Eee | prices for this work. 

“Bear in mind that I do not mean that 
we pay tco much for the manner in 
which the work is done. The prices 
are berely enough for the wheelbarrow 
and seraper men. 

‘As a matter of fact. the scarcity of 
levee contractors at the present time 
indicates that the business is not a 
profitable one. However, labor for 
levee building is getting scarcer every 
year in the valley. It is needed for ag- 
ricultural purposes, and even for that 
it is much too searce. The price of 
mule flesh has steadily increased, so has 
the price of feed. The rains interfere 
with 'tevee work by men and mules, All 
of this causes the price of levee work 
per cubic yard to remain high, and in 
fact it has steadily increased in the 
last few years. 


Maehinery Is Needed, 

“In this present age of mechanical] de- 
velopment, I consider that the true 
line of progress in levee building lies 
in applying steam or electricity to take 
the place of the man or the mule’s 
muscle, and to handle larger quantities 
or earth with a smaller number of la- 
borers. If this is accomplished, not only 
will a great point have been gained in 
the way of the labor-saving question, 
but I am confident that a cheapening of 
the prices will result. 

“Tt is estimated that some $25,000,000 
more will be required to build up the 
levee system of the Mississippi Valley 
to the Mississippi River Commission 
grade and section. This is based upon 
the present prices of levee work. If we 
ean cut the price of levee work down by 
one-quarter, one-third or even one-half 
we will require one-quarter. one-third 
or one-half less than this sum, or we 
will shorten the number of years dur- 
ing which the various levee districts of 
the valley need to tax themselves for 
levee protection. To my mind, this is a 
most necessary and desirable end to 
work for. ' 

‘Various experiments have been 
made in the building of levees by 
machinery. Many of these have 
failed. Some have’ succeeded, but 
none of the mechanical systems now 
in vogue satisfy the requirements 
which must be imposed by the en- 
gineers for the safety of the levee, 
The experiments -have shown, how- 
ever, that large quantities of earth 
could be handled mechanically itn a 
short time and require only about 
one-fifth of the labor needed by the 
old methods.

Mysterious John Madden, Dr. 
King’s Slayer, Loses 
Last Appeal. 


WILL BE SHOT SOON 


Tried Under Assumed Name, 
Murderer Has Never Told 
Identity, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEXICO CIty, Aug. 23.—It is 

Stated that the Supreme Court has de- 
nied the last amparo of John Madden, 
who murdered Dr. John King at Oax- 
aca Aug. 4, 1904, and it is possible that 
he will be shot within a few days. 
* The story of the tragedy is an interest- 
ing one. The murderer is said to have 
been tried under an assumed name, and 
that he came from some place in Mis- 
' Sourl to Oaxaca in 194. At this time Dr. 
King and W. C. Davenport had just 
completed the organization of the Cor- 
pus Christi Mining Co., which was work- 
ing a property near Pochutla, Oaxaca. 
Dr. King hired Madden to assist Super- 
. intendent Ennis of the mines. Madden 
was left in charge of the properties dur- 
‘ing the absence of Mr. Ennis and aban- 
doned the property for the greater part 
of the time. When the matter was re- 
ported to Dr. King he recalled Madden. 
The latter returned to Oaxaca and 
worked at various positions, Later at 
Ocotian he asked Ennf$, under whom he 
formerly worked, for enough money to 
go to Mexico City on some business. 
Ennis gave him the money. 

At the station of the Oaxaca & FEjutla 
Rallroad Madden and Dr. King were 
passengers on the same train into Oax- 
aca. The former alighted from“the train 
first, and, as the doctor alighted and 
went toward the station. Madden fired. 
The first bullet struck the platform at 
Dr. King’s feet. The next shot entered 
the right side of the victim and passed 
entirely through his abdomen, coming 
out on the left side, penetrating the left 
hand. As Dr. King fell the murderer 
ran upon him and fired another shot in- 
to his breast. Dr. King died the next 
‘morning at a hospital. 

Madden offered no resistance to the 

lice, and, during his trial, which has 


lasted over two years, he has been con- 
fined in the City Jaly at Oaxaca.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%.—Although 
the various summer encampments otf 
regular aimy troops and State guards- 
men at a number of points of rendez- 
vous throughout the country have bare- 
ly more than got in smooth running 
order, there are high anticipations 
among officers on duty in the War De- 
partment of the good results which will 
follow from this co-operative field-work 
of the professional and amateur soldiers 
of the country. 

These officials attach little importance 
to the stories of snubs and jealousies 
and strife between officers of the regu- 
lar and citizen soldiery. There is no 
disposition to place all the blame upon 
the latter, either, for officials are will- 
ing to admit that here and there some 
one of their fellow-officers may have 
been a bit too ‘‘perky”’ on the assump- 
tion that it would improve discipline in 
the summer camps and emphasize the 


serious side of the manuvers. 

National Guard encampments-= are 
usually regarded by most of those who 
participate in them as in the nature of 
vacation jaunts and opportunities for 
ee and a display of good fel- 
owship, in which officers and men could 
freely join. Friction between the regu- 
lar and State officers has usually had 
its origin in’ this divergence of ideas. 
The great gulf fixed between officers 
and enlisted men in the regular army is 
not readily appreciated by a crowd ot 
young fellows, who are all boon com- 
pauions at home and for only two weeks 
in the year hold relatively superior and 
inferior positions as guardsmen in the 
field 

Militia Social Lines, 

It sometimes happens that the Cap- 
tain or Major of the citizen soldiery is 
in every-day life the clerk or other em- 
ploye of some man in his company, or 


of corporate interests in which that 
man may exercise an influence, if he 
wants to. Discretion may suggest the 
inadvisability of enforcing strict field 
discipline for two weeks at the immi- 
nent risk of losing one’s livelihood for 
all the rest of the year. When such 
conditions as this exist the strictness 
of regular army discipline is almost im- 
possible. 

Notwithstanding the local import- 
ance attached to incidents of this na- 
ture, army officers agree that much 
good is bound to ensue from the joint 
encampments. The young men of the 
country are enabled to see the regu- 
lar army as it really is, and many of 
them are impressed with the ma- 
chine-like precision in drill, as com- 
pared with the sometimes careless 
work of the amateur soldiers. Favor- 
able opinions thus created do much 
to help recruit the regular army and 
bring into the ranks a hardy set of 
young men. If they take a liking to 
the life, after going into the regu- 
lars, they are often stimulated by the 
thought that attention to duty may 
eventually win them ’a commission. 
Many youths who went into the Span- 
ish war because all their friends 
were doing so, took a decided fancy 
to army life, and are now enrolled as 
officers in the regular establishment. 


Impression Upon Public. 
Another good result which officials 
of the department here consider 
worthy of consideration is the in- 
creased public interest in the army

Labor Cost Is Figured at $190,000,000 and the Period of Con- 
struction Is Figured at From Five to 
Ten Years. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—Labor 
will get about one-half of the cost of 
rebuilding this city. The men of the 
skilled and unskilled crafts who will be 
engaged in the work of city-building 
will receive as their portion about $199,- 
(4,000, These millions will be the wages 
of a few years. 

This total was arrived at after careful 
investigation into the cost of building 
material and the rate of wages current 
here on the coast. Engineers, architects, 
contractors, and experts of liability in- 
surance companies were consulted in 
making the estimates. Members of these 
professions are agreed that the rebuild- 
ing will cost at least $400,000,000 in labor 
and material. Ordinarily the labor put 
into a building costs in the neighbor- 
hood of 33 per cent of the total construc- 
tion charges. In San Francisco the gen- 
eral average of wages for men of all 
crafts, as well as the unskilled toiler, Is 
at least 30 per cent higher than the pre- 
valling rates which are usually consid- 
ered in estimating the cost of building. 
This will give to San Francisco's work- 
ing forces about 42 per cent of the total 
cost of reconstruction, or about $175,- 
000,000. No reckoning Is taken here of 
the cost of clearing the ruin-pile area 
of the burned district. This will amount 
to about $20,000,000, of which sum labor- 
ers, derrick men and teamsters will get 
more than $15,000,000, making a final 
total of $190,000,000. 
> (There are many optimistic San Fran- 
‘cIscans who are confident that San 
{Francisco will be rebuilt within five 
‘vears with more substantial and beau- 
itiful buildings than walled its streets 
‘Before the fire. In such an event labor 
would divide about $40,000,000 a year. 
iShould such a sum be divided between 
the 30,000 tollers’' now hammering and 
‘hauling away at the rebuilding, the av- 
‘erage annual tncome of a laborer would 
she more than $1300. Estimating that the 
ireconstruction period will extend over 
‘30 years the average yearly earnings of 
the working people would then be al- 
most $700 

Wage Scnies Now Prevailing. 

Though the labor leaders tn this city 
will tell you that the minimum wage 
secalee have not been changed by the 
Building Trades Councils since the fire, 
they are forced to admit that minimum 
scale is universally disregarded. The

Cost of Rebuilding. 

gout 18,000 buildings were destroyed 
by the fire, All of this number, there is 
every reason to believe, will evenutally 
be rebuilt. At least 12.000 structures will 
be built of brick.

since the disaster at an average cost 

about $1000, aggregating $4,000,000, Un- 
ioe ordinary circumstances § architects 
and structural engineers estimate that 
in wooden structures of the shack sort, 
labor, that is, carpentry, amounts to 50 
per cent of the total cost. 

The only way of calculating the cost 
of the reconstruction of the city is to 
take some building as a standard, and 
figure fro mthat. Engineers say that a 
four-story brick building erected on a

In the construction of a four-story 
bullding of the type mentioned, 548,000 
bricks are consumed, Ten years ago 
1000 bricks could be bought and laid for 
$11. Today, in San Francisco, it costs 
almost as much as that for the labor. 
A bricklayer's labor in laytng 1000 brick 
costs $6.12. Then there is almost $% for 
hod-carrier and other labor to figure in 
on the wory, bringing the total up to 
about $10 (new brick in San Francisco 
now costs $9 a thousand). Therefore the 
carges of labor in erecting a 548-000-brick 
building would be about $5500. In 12,- 
6 such buildings, the grand total would 
be more than $60,000,000. If the city is to 
be rebuilt within ten years, however, it 
will require the continuous service of 
at least 3000 masons. If, as has been 
estimated, 6,576,000,000 bricks go into the 
rebuilding of San Francisco, the aggre- 
pate paeenee of the bricklayers em- 
ployed on the work during the recon- 
struction period will be something like 
$46,000,000. Other labor will get out of 
the work of hod-carrying and preparing

Undoubtedly 2,000,000,000 feet of lumber 
will go into the rebuilding.

Affairs here are now 
selves hopefully. The merchants, pro- 
fessional men and artisans have been 
going ahead gradually and in a manner 
that has only lately begun to assert it- 
self. The men of millions and formerly 
large investors, whose every enterprise 
was apectacular, seem to have been 
holding back. It may have been their 
larger wisdom in commercial affairs, or 
it may have been a shrewd caution. 
There are many who say that the men 
of great wealth are waiting for the mid- 
dle people to make the neighborhoods 
and guide the streams of commerce. 
Undoubtedly the biggest landholders and 
investors suffered the greatest shock. 
Never for a moment did they doubt the 
future prosperity of the city, but when 
they came to review their balances so- 
berly they saw that haste or rashness 
in investment would bring disaster. 

Where the men of large interests have 
been held back by the ver unwieldi- 
ness of their holdings and A cha ae 
the intermediary classes of merchants 
have been compelled by their necessi- 

les to hazard all in the immediate re- 
building. There are at least five thou- 
sand temporary structures housing com- 
mercial enterprises on lots that were 
flat after the fire. They are not exactly 
sightly, or encouraging to the casual 
observer, and they are rather irritating 
to the sensitiveness of civic pride. Ev- 
eryone who has housed himself in a 
wooden or galvanized iron structure de- 
Clares that he is doing at least 80 per 
cent of the business he did before the 
fire. There is still a vast aea of ruin 
spread territory, but in the past few 
weeks it has beyun to bristle with ac- 
tivity. Thirty thousand workmen are 
employed, and there is a demand for 
many thousand more of. all arts and 
crafts. Strikes are multiplying, and this 
feature of the rebuilding has really a 
serious aspect.

him, as he explains himself. because he 
is the one man whose business cannot 
be hurt by the railroad. Strong as is 
the corporation. with its political hire- 
lings and lobbyists, it cannot affect ad- 
versely the sale of Churchill's books or 
limit the output of his brain by discrim- 
inatory frelght rates. 

Because Churchill, as an author, is 
beyond the reach of the railroad, and is 
not striving for political greatness, ex- 
cept as his success may serve the cause 
of the whole people, he is proving an 
ideal leader in such a fight as he is now 
making. 

The strength of his campaign lies in 
the simplicity of his methods, the di- 
rectness of his attack and the sincerity 
and singleness of his purposes. 

He is not an attractive talker, being 
self-corccious and awkward before an 
audience. He makes it plain at every 
one of his meetings that had he gone in 
for oratory instead of literature he would 
have been a rank failure.  .° 

But Churchill is telling the people the 
truth, and they know it is the truth, 
and approve it, and the Churchill en- 
thusiasm is growing apace, 

He has planned a campaign that will 
take him into every town, village and 
hamlet in New Hampshire. 

In each place he appears, he tells the 
people things they know about. 

He shows that the weekly country 
press and a portion of the daily press 
are both muzzled by railroad passes 
and railroad advertising. 

He points out violations of law by the 
railroads in each locality; the people 
killed, because there are neither safety 
gates nor watchmen at grade crossings; 
and traces responsibility for these evils 
to railroad ownership of the Railroad 
Commission. 

He explains the evasion of taxation by 
the railroads, and tells the shameful 
story of the Legislature’s subserviency 
to the railroad lobby. And everything 
he tells them the people of New Hamp- 
shire knew before Churchill came among 
them, only it never occurred to them 
before to rebel against conditions which 
they acknowledgeed to be utterly shock- 
ing and shameful. 

The force of Churchill's statements, 
for they are simple statements of fact, 


the general knowledge that he is 
seeking nothing for himself. He does 
not even want to be Governor, except 
as that office will enable him to break 
the rule of the railroad lobby. 

Several times since he began his 
campaign he has offered to withdraw 
in favor of any other candidate who 
would advocate the_ principles 
which he stands. And while there are 
several able and wealthy business 
men who are in the fight for the Gov- 
ernorship nomination, men, too, who 
pose as reformers, not one of them 
has the courage to accept Churchill's 
proposal, and make his race upon the 
anti-corporation issue. 

This of itself shows the tremendous 
power and influence of the railroads. 
It also serves as an argument in fa- 
vor of the Democratic proposition that 
only by aasisting all the elements in 
the State against bossism and rail- 
road domination, can the ends 
Churchill and his followers and asso- 
ciliates have in view be reached. 

The alarm of the railroad and the 
Republican machine leaders over this 
new and latest development in the 
situation would seem to indicate that 
fusion is extremely probable. 

There is more to this fight than the 
mere election of a Governor, who will 
appoint a new Railroad Commission. 
A Legislature is also to be elected, 
and the Legislature will

The Rev. Mr. Ballou believes the dis- 
agreeableness of sitting in church in 
hot weather, incased in a stiff 
and collar, wrapped in a black coat, is 
largely responsivie for the inability of 
the churches to attract attendance dur- 
ing the summer months. He says the 
lack of religion is not to blame. 

"T believe,’’ the Rev. Mr. Ballou said,

He made himself at home in 
crowds he had shunned all through his 
own youth, 

Gradually Paul O. Stensland was 
drawn into the crowd. He began to lose 
the moral integrity that had been his. 
About this time some old friends, prom- 
inent Norwegians who had heretofore 
regarded him as a splendid representa- 
tive of their race, heard of his changed 
associations and withdrew their confi- 
dence from him.

Then Frantzen’s luck turned. Think- 
ing that it would surely swing back to 
his original good fortune on bets, it is 
charged that he began taking = small 
sums from the bank. He told himseif 
he was merely borrowing until he should 
be able to win back the equivalent to- 
morrow or the day after. 


Accused of Stealing $60,000. 


Hering says Frantzen stole $0,000. A 
memorandum found in Stensland’s vault 
places the amount at $69,000. Frantzen 
Was never prosecuted by the bank au- 
thorities and left the State when his 
crime was discovered. Now he is be- 
ing brought back to answer for it, as 
well as to tell all he knows of the oper- 
ations of the bank officials. 

Cashier Henry Hering became a 
“sport’’ under the influence of Frant- 
zen. He followed the ‘‘tips’’ of Frant- 
zen and won a lot of money. Theodore 
Stensland, whose father at that time 
was not involved in the stealing that 
finally cost him his all and spread mis- 
ery among thousands, used to refer to 
Hering as a ‘‘cheap sport’’ and a “‘cheap 
skate.’”’ The elder Stensland half 
agreed with the gon at the time, for 
the taint of dishonor had not attched to 
him then. 

Hering’s Pool to “Beat the Races.” 

Hering’s aptness for conviviality led 
him into associations which cost him 
much money. He won heavily and 
spent money so freely that women 
flocked about him in the hope of pro- 
fit. Mrs. Anna Curtis was a friend of 
those days. Money came easy, and 
went easier. With his means Hering 
saw visions of a moderate fortune as 
his winnings; but his financier’s brain 
suggested to him that with a larger 
capital the winnings would increase. He 
then formed the “‘pool,’ the object of 
which was “to beat the races,’ and 
Frantzen was the official ‘‘tipster.’’ On 
a horse named Bragg $75,000 was won at 
one time. 

When the 1902 Derby day came around, 
Frantzen was favored with no vision. 
The nearest thing to a “dream” he could 
muster up was the name Aladdin, as a 
winner. Aladdin sounded like a miracle 
and the ‘‘pool”’ backed it for all it was 
worth. Aladdin barely reached the wire 
before the next race was called. 

It was then that the incline was 
reached, and the members of the pool 
shot to their doom. Debauchery, fast 
women, evil associutes and high times 
figured in their mad efforts to hide from 
their accusing consciences. 

When Stensland was drawn into the 
pool he met women of a sphere just 
above Hering’s, and it was at that time 
that Frantzen was charged with em- 
bezzlement of from $40,000 to $69,000, and 
sent away. His cunning in picking win- 
ners had left him. 

Hering and Stensland slowly under- 
mined the bank in their effort to re- 
cuperate their losses. Hering’s habits 
caused him to engage cnbs by the week 
and month. He managed the pool. He 
furnished entertainment for the con- 
fused losers. He never overcame the 
passion for gambling that was instilled 
through the Frantzen dream. 

One of the last things Hering did be- 
fore his abandonment of the bank, after 
he knew Stensland had gene, and the 
“jig was up,” was to take $1000 and buy 
Union Pacific stock. Hering is charged 
with having extracted the money from 
the teller’s drawer at luncheon time. He 
bought 100 shares of the stock at 155 and 
156. Today it is worth 178, which shows 
a profit of $2500. But it will be of little 
use to Hering.

Policeman’s Attorney Says Only 
Fourth Degree Charge 
Will Hold.

Ex-Goyv. Charles P. Johnson's declara- 
tion that Policeman Michael McNamara 
can only be convicted on a charge of 
fourth degree manslaughter will be dis- 
regarded by the Assistant Prosecuting 
Attorney in issuing an information 
against the prisoner. He will be charged 
with murder in the first degree in an 
information to be filed in the Court of 
Criminal Correction as soon as a tran- 
script of the evidence at the Coroner's 
inquest is prepared. 

McNamara killed his wife and James 
J. Brophy in the Royal Hotel at Eight- 
eenth and Olive streets as Brophy was 
registering. The State will not consider 
any extenuating circumstances that 
may exist, but will leave that for the 
defense, according to representatives of 
the Circuit Attorney’s office. McNa- 
mara did tiie killing without any physi- 
eal provocation, the prosecutor holds, 
and the charge will be murder in the 
first decree. 

Bartender and saloon keeper friends 
of Brophy yesterday began the raising 
of a fund for the presecution of Mc- 
Namara. They hope to have an ample 
fund to aid the prosecution when the 
case is called. 

Gov. Johnson, who has been employed 
to defend McNamara, bases his con- 
tention that nothing but a fourth degree 
manslaughter charge can be sustained 
on a decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court several years ago. In that event, 
McNamara’s punishment, if he is con- 
victed by a jury, would be from two 
years in the Penitentiary to three 
months in the Workhouse and a fine of 
$100. 

Gov. Johnscn said yesterday to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter: ‘The Missouri 
Supreme Court has held that when a 
husband kills his wife and'her escort, 
finding them together and under the 
circumstances McNamara did, the of- 
fense cannot be charged as anything 
higher than fourth degree manslaugh- 
ter.’ 

The evidence at the Coroner's double 
inquest yesterday showed that McNa- 
mara caught his wife with Brophy as 
he was registering at the Hotel Royal 
as J. C. Wilson and wife. 

“The decision of the Supreme Court 
was based on the common law of Eng- 
land,”” said Gov. Johnson. 

The Usual Verdict. 


The usual stereotyped verdict of a 
Coroner's jury was returned yesterday 
at the double inquest, that the two 
came to their death “from gunshot 


wounds,” etc., and made no recommen- 
dations. 

McNamara was the cynosure of all 
eyes at the inquest, 300 persons crowd- 
ing the Coroner's office and lobby to 
suffocation. The big policeman sat be- 
hind his attorney, with Detectives 
Joyce and O’Bgjen, who arrested him 
Thursday night, on either side of him. 

Except for his inflamed eyes and 
red face McNamara showed no signs 
of nervousness. He chatted with the 
detectives about the size of the crowd 
at the inquest, and read a newspaper 
account of the tragedy in which he 
had played the  leadin role. He 
smoked a cigarette while the jury 
was deliberating for 20 minutes over 
the verdict. 

None of Brophy’s relatives were at 
the inquest. McNamara's two aunts, 
Mrs. T. J. McHale and Mrs. Michael 
Conway, and Dan Sullivan, Mrs. Mc- 
Namara’s uncle, sat inside the railing. 
Deputy Coroner Lioyd conducted the 
inquest and examined only six wit- 
nesses. Five had seen the shooting 
or the immediately consequent 
events, 


Crusade Against Hotels. 


Thomas Manser, Mrs. McNamara’s 
step-father, at whose home she was 
living, testified that Mrs. McNamara 
had been at his home since March 17, 


that she seldom went out at night 
without her husband, and that she 
was néver away from home all night. 
Manser was not asked as to_ the 
watch McNamara is said to have been 
keeping on the Manser home since 
his wife went there to live.

He 
cannot be removed to the Jail until an 
information has been issued against him. 
The only concession made to him is that 
he is permitted to remain in the recep- 
tion room of the holdover, There is no 
bed or cot there, 

He spends the time walking about or 
sitting on a chair with a wooden seat. 
His father brings him his meals. His 
fellow prisonérs in the holdover last 
night were fifty or sixty prisoners, many 
of them negroes arrested in a craps raid.

Summoning Charles Smith, Powers 
and the negro met the officers and after 
a sharp skirmish chased them § from 
camp. 

The officers returned to Crab Orchard, 
Summoned 75 possemen and returned to 
camp. 

Powers, Smith and 
panions also secured 
and when the posse apneared Powers, 
who commanded the negro narty, fired 
at them, wounding William Barker jin 
the face, Officers and posse immedi- 
ately returned fire. <A pitched battle 
which followed only ceased when Pow- 
ers and Smith had been shot down. 
lhe white woman was. struck by a 
Stray shot. 

After Powers and Smith were dead. 
the negroes tled into the mountains and 
have not been captured. Both sides 
are reported to be watching each other. 
More fignting is expected.

Patrolmen Knocked Down 
After Arresting North End

Ten men attacked and beat Policemen 
C. EK. Murphy and John Bretz of the 
North Market Street Station at Broad- 
way and Angelrodt street at 10:39 
o'clock last night, because The police- 
men had, a few minutes before, arrested 
John Meyers, 23 years old, of 3319 Klein 
street, on a charge of idling. The poe 
licemen’s clubs were taken from them 
They were struck repeatedly, knocked 
down and kicked. Their helmets were 
broken and their clothing was torn 

Many complaints of loafers on this 
corner have gone to the station. The 
policemen were instructed to break up 
the gang of idlers. They saw Meyers 
there and arrested him without trou- 
ble. When they returned to their 
beats, the 10 men attacked them. Henry 
Schaefer, who is muscular, engaged 
Murphy in the fight at the outset, the 
police say. While Murphy was pro- 
tecting himself, some one took his ciub 
and struck him with it. Bretg was 
having trouble near by with others of 
the crowd. While several held him, oih- 
ers struck telling blows on the face. 

The policemen both fired seven or 
eight shots into the air. The men ail 
fled then. except William McGee of 
Broadway and Angelrodt street. His 
arm had been broken in a fal} following 
a scuffle with Bretz, and he lay upon 
the sidewalk. : 

McGee's arm was set at the 
End Dispensary.

Aug. 2%.—The boll 
worm has made its apearance in the 
eoutheastern part of this county.

WASHINGTON, <Aug. 25.—A_ well- 
known patent lawyer sprung a new 
question today in the matter of re- 
formed spelling and has set both offi- 
cials and lawyers thinking. He has nu- 
merous applications pending at the pres- 
ent time. 

“If the department at Washington Is 
really in earnest, and is going to adopt 
the new method,” said the lawyer, “lI 
will return my applications at once, and 
the patents will be granted, but if they 
are not it is hard to tell when the ap- 
plications will be returned. They will 
be first examined by the official exam- 
iner of the Patent Department, and 
then if the spelling is found to be in- 
correct, I will have to prepare and ‘or- 
ward a new set of applications,” 

While the President’s order only di- 
rected the use of the spelling In letters 
and papers issued by the Executive De- 
partment, still, having decreed that the 
old spelling is wrong, it is believed like- 
ly that legal decisions of the patent of- 
fice and other bureaus must take cog- 
nizance of the President's decree. Of 
course, the courts are not bound by the 
reform decree, and should they receive 
on appeal any case that has been decided 
by the departments, involving the spell- 
ing of words. their action would be at 


least interesting. 

Fortunately, outside the patent of- 
fice the actual spelling of words has 
little effect as long as the meaning is 
plain. All day minor officials of the 
Government has been making brave 
and affectual efforts to show that they 
have always favored a reform in 
spelling. 

There are no Cabinet officers in the 
city else the chorus of approval 
would be stronger. The mere fact 
that the Presidemt has. said that all} 
writings emanating from the White 
House should be set in the new style 
would be considered in any court suf. 
ficient evidence that the Cabinet of- 
ficers should be guilty of lese ma- 
jesty by using the old spelling of 
words, 

H. B. F. McFarland, president of the 
Roard of Commissioners who rule the 
Capital city, made haste to assure the 
Post-Dispatch representative that he 
had always favored the reformation 
commanded by the President. If 
possible he will beat his fellow com- 
missioners to see to it that the 
reformation be approved and inau- 
gurated by the local Government. The 
commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia are appointed and hold office 
during the pleasure of the president. 

Elmer Elisworth Brown, Commis- 
sioner of Education. is also in favor

To Double Printers’ Work. 


The -President’s spelling reform or- 
der, unless approved by Congress, 
result in two versiovis of 
documents. Those printed by 

of the President. such as 
Smithsonian Institute, the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission and 
other independent commissions will be 
set up under the new style, while docu- 
ments emanating from ngress or the 
courts of the country will continue to 
be printed according to accepted stand- 

Ss. 


Many executive documents, first pub- 
lished by order of the President or a 
cabinet officer, are frequently published 
by order of Congress. Unless Congress 
adopts the style indorsed by the Presi- 
dent the two styles will be used simul- 
taneouely. 

The President's message is first put tn 
type by order of the President, printed 
copies are placed on the desk of each 
member of Congress and those sent in 
confidence to the newrpapers, all 
which will be in the new style. After 
Congress has heard the message read, 
it directs that it be printed as a docu- 
ment. 

When Congress orders the message 
in future the printer, unless he regaraus 
orders of the President 
binding effect than those of Congress 
he will have to reprint the entire mes- 
“yp in the old style and print erdireiy 
a different edition. Nearly every annual 
report sent to Congress is first printed 
on order of the President. Then Con- 
gress orders an edition for its own 
use. The printing committee of Con- 
Brees has a rule that makes the Web- 
ster spelling the only correct one. That 
rule is author? y Jaw.

DEFORMED LANGUAGE 
TO BE THE RESULT?

PARIS, Aug. 2..—When the French 
public awoke this morning to find that 


Fresident Roosevelt, by a single gesture. 
had accomplished for the United States 
what five years’ effort has not yet been 
able to achieve for France, there was di- 
vided hilarity and disgust. The oldest 
exponents of a reformed French or- 
thography, who do not hope for their 
own success in this direction in the 
next five years, were fairly dazed. The 
view of the French Academy, which is 
naturally charged with this task of 
spelling reform, is that the President's 
action was entirely too hasty. Opinion 
is expressed that the President's action 
is bound to result in deforming, rather 
than in.proving, the English language. 

The delight of the public, however. 
over this new and dramatic evidence of 
A&werican directness is not to be cheat- 
1, and the vaudeville stage will ring 
tunight with versification on the “Roose- 
velt etymological coup d'etat. It will 
not for a moment be forgotten In the 
music halls that Mark Twain, as it is 
reported here, is a member of the spell- 
ing commission which Roosevelt has 
backed. According to the humorists in 
the evening papers, Twain's coll 
on the commission will include James G. 
Jeffries and Eiiisha Dyer. 

Instead of simplifying savants of the 
Sorbonne neighborhoo believe such 
hasty reform will surely complicate the 
difficulties of English for foreigners. 
This is the view taken by Liard, rector

TRYING TO IMPROVE 
- SANITARY CONDITIONS © 
IN ST. LOUIS GHETTO 


a > +. 











The organization of the East End Im- 
provement Association is expected to be 
completed Tuesday evening at a mass 
meeting in Fraternal Hall, Eleventh 
street and Franklin avenue, when the 
constitution for the association will b= 
presented. The association is being vr- 
gunized to improve and better living 
conditions in that portion of the city 
which has been termed “the most neg- 
lected part of St. Louis,’ the district 
bounded by Sixth and Morgan sireets, 
Cass and Jefferson avenues. 

The first actual step towards forming 
the association wag taken at a meeting 
of: 75 persons Aug. 14. Abe Rosenthal 
was chairman and Isadore Asckenasy, 
secretary, of the meeting. A comnilt- 
tee for drafting the constitution was 
appointed. It consists: of | Bernard 
Greensfelder, Simon Goldman, O. Leon- 
ard, Bernard Greenstein and Mrs. Lewis 
Godlove. 

Others interested in the movement are 
Montefiore Bienenstok of the Jewish 
Educational Association, Mrs. L. M. Mc- 
Call of the Civic League and James H. 
Lynch, secretary of the Tenement House 
Commission. 

Members of the proposed association 
say that conditions in the St. Louts 
Ghetto are as bad, and. in some par- 
ticulars, worse than those of the New 


York GRetto. Sanitation in many places, 


they say, is horrible. Five and six per- 


sons to a room—sometimes 10. and 12, - 


and even more—they say is the general 
rule. 


Bad Sanitary Conditions. 


Ventilation is poor, the buildings are 


mostly old and rickety. Contagion is 
rife. Garbage boxes are practically un- 
known. Garbage and refuse of all sorts 
is frequently scattered about the streets 
and in the courts on which the rear of 
the houses open. Added to this is\often 
the stench from =sstables built in the 
courts, almost in the doorways of the 
houses, for many deal in fruits, rags. 
junk, coal and other commodities and 
must have ‘horses. Conditions are made 
worse by chickens and pigeons which a 
number of families keep. 

Even to one walking or passing 
through the Ghetto on street cars the 
conditions are apparent to eye and nos- 
tril. Some of the streets are unpaved. 
Here mud is added to filth when they 
are sprinkled. Sometimes. they are 
dusty. The paved streets are dirty. 
Refuse and mud in the gutter give out 
bad odors. The houses are forlorn, the 
sidewalks are rough. 

There is dirt and decay everywhere 
as one passes through the Ghetto. Yet 
coming from some of these courtyards 
where families spend their lives and 
children are born and raised the appear- 
ance of the streets are pleasing. They 
are bright and cheerful compared to the 
dark yards and the darker houses. 

One landlord told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that 18 families lives in the few 
houses surrounding one little courtyard. 

“How many in a room?’ he was 
asked. 

“Five to six, often more,”’ he replied.

three or foitir times each day, and yet 
I cannot induce these 18 big families to 
keep evén this little courtyard clean. It. 
is deplorable, but I cannot help it. It is 
really dangerous for a landlord to ask 
too much cleanliness of some of these 
hot-blooded southern races.” 

One narrow dai courtyard was found 
to be swept clean. There were no ani- 
mals kept in the yard yet the stench 
row imperfect sanitation was nauseat- 
no. 

Another landlord refused to allow his 
premises to be inspected. He admitted 
that sometimes eight and nine persons 
occupied one room. ‘ ~ 

The view which the children in the 
Jefferson School on North Ninth street 
have from their desks is appalling. The 
interior of a dozen filthy courtyards and 
a number of dark windows is exposed to 
them. But such courtyards and win- 
dows mean home to many of them and 
they think it not amiss. 

Just north of the school in the réar 
of a tumble-down brick building ts a low 
one-story room. It is hemmed in by the 
tall school building, and several two- 
story buildings. Two sheds in which 
horses are stabled almost adjoin it. Ten 
persons sleep under this low roof in 
smothering stench and heat. They 
sleep and eat there after a hard day's 
work in the factory or on the street. 


Many Races Represented. 


The Jews of the Ghetto are prob- 
ably more painstaking in keeping 
their homes clean thangother races. 
There are many Italians, Greeks, 
Poles, Roumanians, Russians, negroes 
and various other races living in the 
locality. It is the most densely popu- 


lated part of St. Louis. It is a breed- 
ing place of tuberculosis and malig- 
nant diseases. 

The Ghetto is not immoral. Acts of 
heroism and self-sacrifice are fre- 
quent. Knowledge of life with chil- 
dren begins early in the Ghetto, yet 
few of the children are vicious. Many 
of them have examples of family af- 
fection before them that preclude 
probability of domestic unhappiness 
when the children *become men and 
women. 

The East End Business Association 
proposes to i,q rove the Ghetto by in- 
nt patie the Ghetto in betterir= it- 
self. 

Everyone is cordially urged to join 
in the work. The invitation to the 
mass meeting Tuesday night is gen- 
eral.

8on took it in the land office here at 
1.2 an acre, and then tried to se! 
it back to Horton for $800. 

Dodson claims that he made his er- 
ror through ignorance. The Federal 
law governing the claiming of Govern- 
ment land specifies that it shall be un- 
occupied. The tract in question is ‘‘oc- 
cupied”” by a wheatfield, but Dodson 
claims that he thought that to be ‘‘oc- 
cupied"”’ the land must have a habita- 
tion upon it.

PETERSBURG, Aug. 25.—Twenty- 
eight persons are dead and % wounded 
as the result of an attempt this after- 
noon to assassinate Premier Stolypin 
with a bomb while he was holding a 
public reception at, his country house 
on Aptekassky Island. The Premier 
was slightly wounded on the face and 
neck by flying splinters. 

The wounded include M. Stolypin’s 3- 
year-old son, who is seriously though 
not fatally injured, and a number of 
persons prominent in the social and offi- 
cial worlds.

The tremendous force of the explosion 
blew out the front of the Premiers 
residence and carried away the ceil- 
ings above and the floors beneath, and 
the walls of the adijieining rooms. 

- Premier Prostrated. 


The victims were ‘itérally blown to 
pieces. Those who were not killed in- 
stantly were horribly maimed or lace- 
rated and alj the others present were 


prostrated by the shock. 
The Premier's escape was miracu- 


lous, fur only a moment before the 
explosion took place he had stepped 
inside his study at the rear of the sa- 
lon to speak to Prince Shakovsky. 
Although he was but alightly injured 
he is completely prostrated by the 
calamity. 

M. Stolyrin himself was in the re- 
ception room, talking to his visitors. 
in his office, which was still further 
to the left, were three of his secre- 
taries and a footman.

“BLIND” KELLY IS. 
AVOWED. CANDIDATE 
FOR WARRANT OFFICE 





realized. St. Louis, after the coming 
election, will be the only city in Amer- 
ica to have a blind lawyer filling the 
office of Assistant Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. 

“Blind Kelly,” as he is known to all 
the court habitues and thousands of 
others, has announced«himself as a can- 
didate for that position on the regular 
Democratic ticket, and deciares that if 
he can get the nomination he believes 
he will be elected. 

He bases his faith on the theory that 
acquaintance ,makes votes, other things 
being equal, and as he explains that he 
is known personally to at least 8 per 
cent of the voters of St. Louis, he can 
see no reason why he should not run 
ahead of his ticket. 

The duties of the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney relate to the issuance of 
warrants on complaint of the police or 
private persons, he being in charge of 
the warrant office. He does not usually 
appear in court to prosecute cases. 

“Yes, I am a candidate for the office 
of Assistant Prosecuting Attorney,” 
said Kelly yesterday afternoon to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘and I aot only 
expect to get the nomination, but I ex- 
pect to be the next occupant of the 
office. In fact, I think that if I can 
get the nomination there is very little 
doubt of the rest of it. 


Dislikes Direct Primary. 


“Of course, I realize that a good deal 
depends on the decision of the City 
Committee, which meets Morday to de- 
cide whether the nomination shall be 
made by convention or in direct pri- 
mary. I am not in favor of the pri- 
mary, and hope that the committee will 
not decide on that method.” 


Kelly sat in his _. office the 
tenth floor of the Missouri Trust 
Building and discussed the possible 
relations of a blind man to politics 
and public office with the same atten- 
tion to details and memoranda that 
any man with his sight might have 
done. Every moment or two he would 
reach forward, and placing his hand 
in one of the compartments of his 
roll-top desk, would draw forth same 
+> document or letter to explain his po- 
sition or opinion yegarding the com- 
ing election. 

“here was never the slightest hesi- 
tation as to the pigeon hole in which 
a particulage letter might be, and 
there was never any groping from 
one end of the desk to the other to 
find anything. Everything about the 
office is in as perfect order as though 
the occupant of it could see where he 
places every document and every ob- 
ject that comes into his possession. 

Once while he was talking, the tele- 
phone rang, and Kelly rose from 
his seat, walked around the visitor's 
chair, without any hesitancy, passed 
into an outer office and picked up the 
receiver as easily as though he had 
eyes all around his head. Were it not

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pect that he was near-sighted, much’ 
less blind. 


Rlindness Is No Bar. 


“I'm glad you spoke of that,”” he said 
when the reporter commented on his 
ability to do all his office work and 
find all his papers without’ ssist- 
ance. “It suggests to met a point 
that I want to make in connection 
with my desire to be Assistant Prosc- 
cuting Attorney. I suppose that as 
soon @2S my name is formally present- 
ed, I shall be the subject of more or 
less comment, and donbtlesa some few 
people may see fit to aqriticise the 
idea of having a blind man in such a 
position. I don't see any reason why 
tee should have anything to do with 


As a matter of fact I think that a 
good many persons think with their eyes 
too much and not with their brains. In 
attending meetings of attorneys, and of 
stockholders of corporations I have no- 
ticed that those who keen notes on fig 
ures and details during the proceedings 
are more likely in the end to find that 
they have made a mistake than the man 
who keeps the same data in his mind, 
and writes or dictates it later for per- 
manent preservation. The reason I should 
imagine ts that the man who depends 
on his eyes does not force hia mind to 
Prem the impressions as the other man 

oes. 

“Now, you see, I have to depend on 
my mind in a case like that. I have 
had to train the retentative faculty 

my brain, and I have found 

once having reached the 

point. where you can retain figures and 

facts in that manner, you have in the 

long run the advantage of the man who 

is dependent on his notebook to back up 
his memory. 

“TI see no reason whatever why a blind 
man should not fill the position that I 
want with entire credit to himself and 
to his office. I maintain that I can fill 
the place all right, and I am certainly 
~ to make the fight of oe life to get 
t. If I can get that nomination, I shall 
not worry at all after that. I believe 
that enough of the voters know me and 
like me to insure my election. 


Confident of Success. 


“So far I have had to do my work 
alone, because until the committes de- 
cide .on the plan of action politicians 
are slow to commit themselves to sup- 
port anyone, but after the meeting on 
Monday I am pretty sure that I shall 
have plenty of support. 

‘‘Many blind persons have qualified for 
and filled positions of great responaibil- 
{tv with the utmost success.- I have in 
mind one man who was blind who held 
in England the office that ig equiva- 
lent to our  postmaster-generalship. 
There have been blind men also’ who 
have enjoyed great political wer, and 
who have found their blindness no 
drawback to success. 

“Anyway, I am out for the place, and 
I believe I am going to get it.” 

Kelly is one of the best-known at- 
torneys in St, Louis, although he ts only 
27 years old. When he was Il years old 
he met with an accident that destroyed 
his eyesight. Instead of becoming a 
helpless charge upon the hands of his 
family and friends, he begged that he 
might be sent to a school for the blind, 
Me got an education and then “read” 
law. He began when he was 20 years 


old and completed his course in two burg cays he sees 


years. Since then he has enjoyed a suc- 
cessful practice.

HEN the North American Co., domjnated largely by J. Pierpont Morgan and other Wall 
W street financiers, started negotiations for the control of all the street railway companies of 
St. Louis, no apprehension was felt that a small lot of 200 shares of stock might prove fatal 

to the great scheme of consolidation. ‘The deal involved a total of $100,000,000. 

J. Brooks Johnson of St. Louis holds 200 shares of common stock of the St. Louis Transit Co. 
He refused to vote for the absorption of the Transit company by the United Railways Co. Brokers 
told Johnson his stock wouldn’t be worth the paper it was written on if he didn’t subscribe to the 
merger. 

‘All right,’’ said Johnson, and he supplemented his answer by going into court and filing suit 
against the directors of the United Railways and Transit companies, asking that the merger be set 
aside on the ground that it was consummated by fraud. . 

Wall street opened its eyes. The North American Co. that had been gobbling up street rail- 
roads and other public service corporations in the principal cities of the United States without mo- 
lestation, began to take notice of the new St. Lowis Richmond. . 

Johnson was offered a handsome bonus to part with his stock. He refused. The North Ameri- 
can Co. went ahead consolidating and the other day got control of a majority of the stock of the St. 
Louis & Suburban system. 

Minority stockholders of th e Suburban, following the tactics of Johnson, refused to vote for 
the merger, and now that deal is hanging in the balance. Meanwhile Johnson is full of fight.

“I lend no money to women or chil- 
dren; no money on furniture or house- 
hold goods. I deal only with my equals 
or superiors. No minor can get credit. 

“The public has an impression that a 
money-lender is cold-blocded and _ sel- 
fish. Perhaps we are, but not more so, 
I dare say, than other business people. 

“God knows, I am not a philanthro- 
pist. Do you know any banker who is? 
When you are feeling for a man's pock- 
etbook you are touching a pretty vital 
spot. When it comes to money all peo- 
ple are more or less lacking in senti- 
ment. 

“The kind of people I do business with 
are those the banks have stricken from 
their credit list or will not trust because 
they don’t know them.

If there 
is nothing against him, I will usually 
take his signature for the loan he aska. 

“I lend thousands of dollars in this 
way.

“He did. Then, when I went to make 
out the check I asked him what he 
wanted to pay for it. He said $40. Ac- 
cordingly I gave him a check for $964.

was 2] years of age, should have some 
schooling, and when he attained his ma- 
jority should get $100, a horse and good 
clothing. In 1837 Mr. Douglas died, but 
the contract was carried out by Mrs. 
Douglas. 

In 1841 George became of age, but he 
remained another year with Mrs. Doug- 
las, working for wages. He then start- 
ed out for himself. and by industrious 
habits accumulated a snug fortune. At 
his death, whfch occurred in Otterville, 
Ill.. April 18, 1864, George showed his 
gratitude for kindness received at the 
hands of his former master by making 
provisions in his will for the erection 
pf a monument at the grave to cost 
$1500. The monument is constructed 
of fine Italian marble and bears the 
following inscription: 

“To the memory of Dr. Silas Hamil- 
ton, his former master, born in Tin- 
mouth, Vermont, May 19, 1775. Died at 
Otterville Nevember the 19th, 1834, hav- 
ing in his lifetime given freedom to 28 
slaves and at his death bequeathed $4000 
for the eréction and endowment of the 
Hamilton ‘Primary School. Erected by 
George Washington, born’in Virginia, 
a slave. Died at Otterville, Tll., April

When told that we (Presi- 
dent Francis and the directors accom- 
panying him) had left at the American 
Embassy in London a gold medal and 
diploma voted by the Board of Directors, 
the King said he desired Ambassador 
Reid to present them to him personally 
in October. 

“The King said he was especially grat- 
ified by the interest manifested by the 
public in the jubilee presents of Queen 
Victoria.’’

EIGHT DAYS OF DRILLING 





Two Provisional Companies 
From St. Louis Go to 


Fort Riley, Kan. 


About one hundred and thirty officers 
and members of the First Regiment, Na- 
tional Guard, under the command of 


| Lieutenant-Colonel Nelson G. Edwards, 


departed from Union Station at 2:30 yes- 


terday afternoon for Fort Riley, Kan., 
where they go into encampment for 
eight days, representing Missodri in the 
United States Army of Volunteers in an- 
nual encampment and maneuvers. 

The train reached Kansas City at 11 
o'clock last night, where the men were 
assigned to the ‘third Regiment. After 
being entertained at the club of the 
Third Regiment at Kansas City, they 
leave for Fort Riley early this morning. 
They expect to reach their destination 
tonight. At Sedalia army rations were 
given to the soldiers. 

Col. E. J. Spencer, commander of the 
First Regiment, accompanied the men to 
the station and inspected them before 
they departed. He intended going with 
the boys but was detained on account 
of business. Former Governor John B. 
O'Meara, Inspector of Rifle Ranges of 
the Missouri Guard, on the staff of Brig- 
adier-General Harvey Clark, accompa- 
nied the men on the trip and will have 
supervision of the riflo practice and 
range of the Missouri regiments. Gov. 
O’Meara is an enthusiast and expects to 
have a pleasant trip. 

The soldiers assembled at the armory 
at Twenty-seventh and Olive streets and 
marched to the station. 


T'wo Provisional Companies. 
The St. Louis contingent is picked 
from various companies of the First 
Regiment and is formed into two pro- 


visional companies for the trip. Capt. 
Frank Larrimore of Company C com- 
mands Company A provisional and First 
Lieutenant W. C. Mersman commands 
Company B, provisional. With Capt. 
Larrimore in Company A is Lieut, Alex 
B. Meliville gf regular Company D, Sec- 
ond Lieutenant George Desioge of Cum- 
pany A, Second Lieutenant Allen West- 
erman is Acting Lieutenant of Provis- 
ional Company B, which is composed of 
members of Companies E, F, G and L. 
Provisional Company A is composed otf 
men from A, C, D and K. 

About ten members of Battery A went 
on the trip and it is expected that they 
will be assigned to duty with the regular 
U. S. batteries at Fort Riley during the 
encampment. 

Missouri probably will be represented 
by 2000 men picked from the First, Sec- 
ond, Third and Fourth regiments. The 
Third Regiment is composed of men 
from Kansas City, the First by men 
from St. Louis, the Fourth by men from 
around St. Joseph, and the Second by 
men from Nevada and Webb City. 

Several officers of the First Regiment 
for whom places could not be found in 
the St. Louis crowd, went with the boys 
and will be assigned to duty with other 
State regiments whose officers do not

NEW YORK, Aug. 2%.—The American 
discus tHrower knows nothing about the 
art at ail. We do not throw the discus 
in this country. I am convinced that 
we #hall have to change our style com- 
pletely and study and adopt classic 
methods hereafter if we wish to follow 
the game correctly, as we undoubtedly 
should do. I shall favor such changes 
at the proper ume when the matter 


comes up for action. 

James E. Sullivan thus comments on 
the methods Of the American discus 
thrower in the light of the happenings 
at Athens during the Olympic games. In 
the cagerness to e up a new sport 
Americans have adopted the classic idea 
of the Greek thrower and altered and 
adapted it until they have produced an 
entirely different contest. They must 
stop the mushroom growth and return 
to the original principles if they wish to 
meet the foreigner at his own game 
and derive the benefits which accrue 
from its practice,

“There is a warrant out for me,’’ he 
told Justice Brooks, ‘“‘and I am willing 
to submit to arrest and stand trial.”’

They knew and pitied the IMttle 
mother who seemed so devoted to her 
baby girl. So when the case was called 
the sympathetic, the forgiving and the

Caught. denied he had proposed mat- 
rimony. To refute this aumiel Miss Pob- 
lick produced love letters, in which she 
Was referred to as ‘“‘dearie,” “‘darling”’ 
and other terms of endearment. 

As Justice Brooks held Caught for the 
grand jury’s action, finding him guilty 
at the preliminary hearing, the women 
shook their heads and walked away, dis- 
cussing the case.

BONDS FOR CITY 
LIGHTING PLANT 


Comptroller Player Explains 
Why Money Has Not Been 
Set Aside. 


Comptroller Player yesterday  ex- 
plaind why he had not, as authorized 
by the Municipal Assembly, set aside 
$140,000 a year for a municipal lighting 
plant. His failure to do s0 was cen- 
sured at the hast meeting of the Affili- 
ated Business Men’s Assocféations. 
“There was no certaing£y before the 
bond election that the issue of bends 


for certain urgent mM anicipal needs 
would be authorized,’’ he gaid. “Had 
the bonds failed of amthorigation the 
city would have needed every cent it 
could raise to bulld additions to the 
Insane As ar amd fon other purposes. 

‘It would, at the rate of $140,000 a 
ear, take about eight years to raise the 
1,000,000 required for a lighting plant.

If an igaue at bonds for the erec- 
tion of a municipal lighting plant were 
authorized the plant coula be finished 
by the time the present lighting con- 
tract expires. There was nothing man- 
datory in the autherigation of the As- 
sembly and | uaed my best judgment.”’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbank’s presidential boom met 
with a serious accident here and its 
friends fear it has been badly damaged 
by coming into collision with the pres- 
idential boom of “Uncle Joe’ Cannon.

Cannon Club was organized here Thurs- 
day night for the purpose of booming 
Speaker Cannon for the Republican 
presidential nomination, Jerry A. Mat- 
thews of Indiana, who was unable to 
be present, wrote a letter indorsing in 
the most earnest terms the candidacy of 
‘“Unele Joe’’ Cannon. 

For some years Matthews was private 
secretary to Fairbanks. Matthews is 
at present the president of the Indiana 
Republican Club. Matthews’ letter was 
on the stationery of the.club. This had 
the force of that club indorsing the 
candidacy of Speaker Cannon over the 
signature of its president. 

The letter was received ‘with much en- 
thusinsm when it was read last night, 
but today some of the members of the 
club discovered it had indorsed the can- 
didacy of one of the Vice-President’s 
most formidable rivals.

Rate Law Goes Into 
Effect, 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2%.—In sys days 
the new railway rate law goes Ingo effect. 
At that time, the membership of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission will be 


increased from five to seven members, 
and the salry of the commissioners will 
be increased from $750 to $10,000 a year.

Mr. Clark has sent word that he will 
not be avle to come to Washington un- 
til about the middle of September. Mr. 
Harlan has™fnot yet communicated with 
them. On Friday, Franklin K. Lane of 
San Franeisco, who succeeded former 
Gov. Fifer, took the oath of office. His 
coming made it possible for the commis- 
sion to hold a meeting with a quorum 
in attendance. 

After Tuesday there will be no quorum 
because there will then be seven mem- 
hers and only Commissioners Ciements, 
Cockrell and Lane will be in the city. 
The others are away on their vacations. 
They can afford to take them now be- 
cause after a while it’ will be impossi- 
Lle.

The Royal Hawaiian Band, 
which has made one of the biggest musical hits of the season, is retained at 
Forest Park Highlands, @ new vaudeville bill added, and ambitious attrac- 
tions are billed at other places.

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NEGRO ENJOYED 


BEING PRISONER 


Arrested and Locked in Saloon 
by White Men Who Were 
Seeking Fun. 








WAS CHAINED TO THE BAR 





Amateur Jailers Fined $10 
Each After One Victim 


Caused Arrest. 


Edward Boyer, a negro, said in the 
City Hall Police Court yesterday that 
he rather enjoyed the carousal at 
Charles Clark’s saloon, Twenty-first 
and Walnut strects, during which he 
was imprisoned for several hours ina 
Stable in the rear of the saloon and 
was finally taken out and bound to 


the railing in front of the bar. 

He said h@ would not have told any 
one of the treatment he received if 
Andrew Kinsler, a white m&an, who 
was seized by the celebrators and tied 
to an iron post in the saloon, had not 
escaped from his captors and brought 
policemen to the scene. 

The police arrested Charles Green, 
James Gallagher and Michaek Ryan 
and they were fined $10 each on the 
testimony of their two captives. 

Boyer said the three men began 
having fun in the saloon about 3 p. 
m. Friday. After a consultation, he 
said, they decided it would be amus- 
ing to arrest him and confine him as 
a prisoner tn the stable. They ar- 
rested him accordingly in a saloon 
near the scene of the revel, and hired 
a hack as a patrol wagon to haul him 
to the improvised police station three 
blocks away. 


White Prisoner Objected. 
He said he remained in the stable 


several hours, but could hear the 


noise of the entertainment in the sa- 
loon most of the time. Then he said 
he was released and taken into the 
saloon, where he was bound with a 
chain to the bar railing. 

Kinsler was watching the proceed- 
ings when he was seized and tied, in 
spite of his struggles, to an iron post. 
He made so much noise that the pro- 
motors of the entertainment feared 
mene tg would hear him. They re- 
cased him and told him he had no 
further part in the proceedings. 

Kinsler went away and the fun pro- 
cecded with Boyer as the only fun 
producer, After a little while .the 
ecrowd was surprised by the return of 
Kinsler. He was accompanied by two 
policemen, who arrested the entire 
party.

Attorney Fensky Suggests Pro- 
ceedings to Forfeit United 
Railways Franchises 








SAYS LAW I§ VIOLATED 





Lawyer Asserts Parallel and 
Competing Lines Cannot 
Legally Be United. 


Charles Fensky, a well-known 8t. 
Lauis attorney, acting in his own behalf 
as a taxpayer, yesterday forwarded a 
letter to Attorney-General Hadley at 
Jefferson City, asking that the latter in- 
stitute quo warranto proceedings in the 
Supreme Court of Missouri to forfeit the 
charter and franchise of the United Rail- 
Ways Co. 

Fensky charges in his letter that the 
United Railways Co. was born in legis- 
lative iniquity and is operating under a 
law that directly violates the Missouri 


State Constitution. He says that the 
franchises bought by the company are 
null and void and that, under the Consti- 
tution, parallel or competing lines can- 
not consolidate. 

In case Fensky’s suggestion is fol- 
lowed and the franchises are forfeited 
he asks that a receiver be appointed 
to adminis (ip the affairs of the United 
Railways C&. 

Fensky's letter has to 
the United Railways system and 
makes no attack on the Suburban 
System, for the purchase and consol- 
idation of which the United Railways 
Co. recently cumpleted negotiations. 

There has heen talk of proceedings 
to prevent the proposed merger by J. 
Brooks Johnson, the money-lender, 
and other stockholders.

Bribery Cases Resulted. 


The legislative act, consolidating the 
street railway lines of St. Louis, with 
the exception of the Suburban sys- 


tem, was passed in 1899. 

In April, 1898, an ordinance was 
passed by the Municipal Assembly au- 
thorizing the Central Traction Co, to 
uSe 80 miles of the city’s streets. The 
Post-Dispatch exposed the iniquity of 
the franchise grab, but the Assembly 
passed the bill over the loud protests 
of the people. 

Four years later Gov. Folk, then 
Circuit Attorney, prosecuted for brib- 
ery many legislators who took part in 
the passage of the bill. At that time 
the United Railways Co. was owned 
by Brown Bros. Syndicate of New 
Yerk. The North American Co, now 
controls it. 

In his letter to Attorney-General 
Hadley, Fensky asks that he be per- 
mitted to use the Attorney-General’s 
name in a suit instituted by himself 
along the proposed lines in case At- 
torney-General Hadley does not see 
fit to take the action against — _ the 
company himself. 

Fensky sets out a number pt rea- 
sons for the proposed suit in his let- 
ter. He declares the legislative act 
violates the sections of the State Con- 
stitution regarding the purchase of 
one street railroad company's stock 
by another company, pointing out the 
parts of the State Constitution he be- 
lieves are being violated. He asserts 
that the streets of St. Louis are being 
used for carrying freight for hire and 
that the Supreme Court of Missouri 
has declared itself in favor of the for- 
feiture of charters in such cases.

BY FINGER PRINTS 
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Finger prints of every recruit in the 
United States army are to be taken, 
with photographs, at'the different army 
posts and recruiting stations in the 
United States, Hawaii, Porto Rico and 
the Philippines after Sept. 1. During 
the time there are no ‘rookie’ subjects 
to work on the same are to be taken of 
all the enlisted men of the army. 

The War Department but recently 
adopted the finger print method for 
preventing undesirable men _ enlisting 
in the service. At Washington a cen- 
tral station for the reception of all fin- 
ger prints taken in every penal institu- 
tion in the United States using this 
identification system is to be opened 
and the finger prints of all men serv- 
ing in the army are to be compared 
with these. In this manner criminals* 
will be kept from the service. It is 
aiso to be used in preventing men who 
have been dishonorably discharged from 
the army re-enlisting under an assumed 
name. —

Russell of the Signal Corps, who 
is now in Washington in charge of the 
prelimmary arrangements, has succeed- 
ed in inventing a camera for the photo- 
graphic work that makes it very simple 
indeed, in that it needs no focusing, 
no adjustment, has no stops and the 
photos are made by flashlight to insure 
uniformity throughout. e flashlight 
apparatus was also invented by Maj. 
Russell. The pro¢ess of photographing 
is to be very simple and those who can 
read a pamphlet and follow directions 
can secure the best results as though he 
had vears of practice and study. Film 
packs are to be used instead of plates, 

The finger prints to be taken at the 
same time as the photo is will consist 
simply in taking the impressions of the 
fingers on carbon paper. The fingers 
of the right hand only will have their 
tips impressed by placing the five on 
carbon paper and then this is to be 
placed upon specially prepared white 
paper to secure the desired results. 
These prints are to be sent to Washing- 
ton and there classified and placed on 
file.

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TTENTIOUON of the scientitic world is now 
centering upon two men, whose object is 
polar discovery, and whose plans and 

hopes, if crowned with triumph, may be of bene- 
fit to mankind. St. Louis will watch with unusu- 
al interest the progress of one of these explorers, 
Count Henri de la Vaulx, whose wife is a St. Louis 
woman, farmer Miss Dillon, sister of John A. 
Dillon, at one time a well-known St. Louis jour- 
nalist. 

While Walter. Wellman plans to reach the North 
Pole in an airship, Count de la Vaulx will make 
his expedition toward the South Pole by. automo- 
bile and balloon. The French balloonist, like 
Wellman will keep in communication with the 
outside world by wireless telegraphy throughout 
his air voyage. | 

Count Henri de la Vaulx 1s known as the 
most successful aeronaut of the age, and his 
countrymen are enthusiastic over his plans, which, 
while daring in the extreme, are considered most 
practicable. He will nut use just one balloon, but 
will take from four to eight of the largest air 
bags ever constructed. He will take many sledges, 
his party will be numerous, and, besides, he will 
use a powerful automobile. 

Count de la Vaulx plans to use the automobile 
instead of dogs. The machine will save much 
time, he thinks, and it will be constructed to stand 
the sevei st wear and tear of an icy region. 

The trip to the South Pole will’ be commenced in 
a well-built craft, specially constructed to with- 
stand ,ice pressure. When this vessel has taken 
the party as far as consistent with safety, the 
sledges, chained together. will be entered, and the 
chauffeur will connect his vehicle with the sledge 
train and guide the land craft across frozen fields. 
When it becomes impossible move further, 
Count.de la Vaulx and his party will enter the 
balloons and try to complete the trip to the South 
Pole in them. 

When the ice coast is first reached, the balloon- 
ist explorer says he will establish a base and, 
afterwards. a series of relay stations along the 
route of the automobile train. Several of his fol- 
lowers will be stationed at each of these stations.

“The prospect is a pleasing one. 
commence our journey in 1908. There are a 
thousand things to be arranged. I do not want 
the expedition to be a failure, fust because we 
have been in too much of a hurry.” 

Count de la Vaulx owns nine balloons. Bight 
are of the regulation type and one 1s a dirigible. 
But he has little faith in the dirigible variety, does 
not believe it is practicable, and states that he 
would rather trust his life to a be*loon of the 
ordinary type. 

This French enthusiast has made more than 
three hundred aerial voyages, and has spent some- 
thing like four months in the air. Prior to 1808 he 
had not made an ascent. But he leads all bal- 
loonists today, and is the only one of them who 
has crossed the Mediterranean tn a balloon.

WO paintings, called “The Vision or St. An- 
T thony” and “Keee Homo,” are in the posses- 
sion of a dealer in antiques in St. Louis, upon 

which a local connoisseur places a London snop value 
of from $75,000 to $100,000. The first, according to 
Sais St. Louis follower of art, is so fine a piece of 
york that he ventures the opinion that it may be 
either @ Rubens original or a famous duplicate. The 
last Rubens St. Anthony was in Southern Italy 
about 125 years ago, but has since disappeared. The 
St. Louls art lover says the pictures held by the 
local dealer are not less than 275 to 350 years olf. 
James A. Reardon, who has investigated the paint- 


ings and found them so good that he could not in- 
duce the dealer to part with them, tells this story 


of how Buch valuable works of art came to be in 
the little St. Louis shop: 
Two Mexicans came to the World’s Fair with the 


two old paintings, which they expected to exhibit. 
They were unable to speak English and failed to 
convince the Fair authorities of the value of the 
pictures. They were called back to Mexico unex- 
pectedly, and, before departing from St. Lous, sold 
the canvases, which were relegated to the oblivion 
of the small shop. 

The shopkeeper and his wife became very much 
attached to the pictures. They refused to dispose 
of the paintings, as they held them sacred and re- 
vered them. Mr. Reardon, who digs about sucn shops 
whenever he has opportunity from business, hap- 
pened onto the pictures; and, after careful examina- 
tion, pronounced the “Vision of St. Anthony” a 
masterpiece of the sixtcenth century or of the early 
part of the seventeenth century. 

“Undoubtedly, these ar nuine old pictures of 
the Rubens or Murillo school,” says Mr. Reardon. 
“If they are not genuine, they are most excellent 
copies of an old master. The Mexicans who brought 
the pictures. to St, Louis said the paintings were 
from Spain. 

If I remember rightly, Rubens’ ‘Vision of St. 
Afithony’ was lost, but this was a favorite subject 
with Murillo, who arrived at the excellence ne pos- 
sessed by copying the works of Rubens, Titian and 
Van Dyck, which were at Madrid. He was employed 
by the King of Spain to paint several historical aeet 
tures, and he designed several grand.altar pieces.” 

St. Anthony of Padua was a Portuguese. For a 


time he tanght divinity at the University of Padua, 
but impelled by a desire for wider usefulness, he 
forsook scholastic honors and. as a humble Fran- 
ciscan friar, went forth to teach the Gospei to the 
poor. 

On one occasion, while expounding with wonderful 
eloquence the mystery of the incarnation, it 1s re- 
lated, he saw the infant Jesus descend from heaven 
and stand upon the open Bible before him. ‘This is 
“The Vision of St. Anthony,” which Murillo chose 
frequently as a subject. His masterpiece, which 
now adorns the church at Seville, is based on this 
subject. 

Mr. Reardon says the St. Anthony in St. Louis is 
Rubenesque, This picture is about four by five and 
one-half feet in size and the second is about four by 
five feet. The second painting, according to Mr. Rear- 
don, probably is the older. It is Mr. Reardon's opinion 
that both paintings are genuine “first paintings or 
wonderful copies. He says the canvas proves that. 
The coloring is good. The red is distinct and of that 
fine shade now unknown to art. The shadowing is 
very natural. The little here and there is 
good. The light, says Mr. Reardon, is perfect, and, 
reflected on the face of St. Anthony, makes it very 
beautiful. 

“Those canvases,’ 
‘made’ old; they are old of age.” 

Mr. Reardon has made several offers to purchase 
the paintings, but the dealer reruses to part with

Recently Mr. Reardon discovered some fine om 
paintings in Mexican churches, attended now only by 
Indians. He tried to buy the paintings, and had 
succeeded in convincting the priest that they ought to 
be out in the world where they would do most good. 
The next day a delegation of Indians waited on the 
St. Louis man and intimated that if he tried tc 
take the pictures away he would not depart alive. 
Mr. Reardon did not bring back the pha works

UTHER BURBANK, the famous “inventor” of 
new plant life, is now so beset with curiosity 
seckers that his family and friends have been 

obliged to take an extraordinary step to protect 
his privacy and allow him to pursue his wonderful 
work with any degree of success. To this end they 
have posted over every gate leading to the plant wiz- 
ard’s grounds at Santa, Rosa, Cal., this imperative 
notice, printed in“arge black letters: 





POSITIVELY NO VISITORS ALLOWED. 
WARNING! 
Any person entering or trespassing on these 
grounds will be prosecuted.

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From the unequivocal wording of this notice it 
may be inferred that those in charge of Mr. Bur- 
bank’s grounds have not put it up megly as a 
“bluff,” but with the ‘expectation of enforcing its 
mandate avainst whoever may infringe. And this, 
they say, is their intention. It is absolutely neces- 
sary, they say, and the only way out of an un- 
pleasant situation. 

Previous to this movement Burbank’s grounds were 
literally taken possession of by curiosity seekers. 
They climbed the walls when the gates were closed, 
they climbed the trees and broke the limbs once they 
got inside, they walked on the grass, they pulled flow- 
ers and they ran down or rooted up plants of in- 
estimable value. And when keepers remonstrated 
these intruders seemed to regard it as a great im- 
pertinence that they should not be allowed to do as 


they pleased. 


“tr. Burbank and his premises and investigations 
were looked upon as belonging to the public. Many 
people, in fact, seemed to have the idea that he was 
supported by the State for their edification 


amusement. And when their amusements and in- 
vestigations were interfered with the visitors gave 
vent to the usual remonstrances of the aggrieved 
taxpayer and threatened to have the guards “fired,” 
to “have the law upon them,” and wrote to the 
newspapers complainingly.

As soon as the tender chicks break through the 
shells of the eggs it becomes a difficult matter in- 
deed for the parents to keep their secret from a 
hundred enemies more pitiless than any storm, and 
whose eyes, ears and noses are ever ready to detect 
the presence of such dainty and available morsels 
as nestling birds. 

The feeding of the little ones and the cleaning 
of the nest necessitates scores of visits daily ‘on 
the part of the old birds, and, quietly as the work 
is usually done, so much passing back and forth to 
a given point is very often apt to attract undesira- 
ble attention. Then the young birds themselves 
seem very indiscreet and frequently make so much 
ado when their parents arrive with food that they 
seem to invite every enemy within sight or hear- 
ing. : 

The young of birds which build on the ground are 
perhaps the ones which are subject to the greatest 
number of dangers. Fortunate it is for them that 
they know no evil—that their inborn fear is latent 
and does not develop until such time as it shall 
profit them to be afraid, until they are able to fly 
and thus escape the dangers they are afraid of.

Smithsonian Institution W, ants 
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Finormous Shark 








S RELATED in the news columns of the 
Post-Dispatch, a shark weighing 14,000 
pounds, one of the largest fish ever brought 

to land, was captured recently off the Southern Cal- 
ifornia coast. Two Italian fishermen made the cap- 
ture in San Pedro Bay. 

The fishermen had spread their nets, some 1500 
of them, in the bay. The huge shark worked its 
way into this netting and became enmeshed in the 
ropes and cords. In his violent struggles he wound 
them about his fins and gills until he was held fast, 
& prisoner, With great labor the flabermen brought 


him to shore and killed him. The fight lasted several 
hours, the great fish making a desperate struggle for 
life. 

The monster’s stomach was found to be full of 
fish, for he had been engaged in robbing the nets. 

Now the body of this greatest shark has been fixed 
for preservation. In the Scientific American appears 
a photograph of it in this condition. It measures 
from tip to tip 32 feet, and the circumference of 
the body just forward of the huge dorsgt fin is 15 
feet. Across the fearful mouth— horizontally —when 
opened it is two and a half feeet, while from the 
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tip of the snout to the point of the lower jaw 
it measures three and a half feet. The size of the 
huge mouth may be judged by the photograph—be. 
ing large enough for two children to be comfortably 
seated therein. 

The Smithsonian Institution has taken steps to ao 
quire this splendid specimen of the shark family. 
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Brain workers are proved to be long-lived. Five 
hundred and thirty eminent men and women were 
taken as a basis, and their duration of life gives an 
average of about 681-2 years.

Elevator Boys as Street Car Conductors 


ECORDS of applications for appointment as 

R probationaYy patrolmen at the St. Louis Po- 

lice Headquarters and for positions as con- 

ductors at the offices of the St. Louis street rail- 

ways show an ambition on the part of motormen 

to be policemen and that elevator boys aspire to 
become street railway conductors. 

The report of the Board of Police Commissioners 
for the official year presents interesting data in 
regard to motermen, who led the list of probationary 
patrolmen appointed, receiving 10 of the 69 appoint. 
ments, Laborers appointed number only four. 

Motormen aie usually strong and healthy, with 
good eyesight, clear heads, excellent judgment and 
undoubted courage. Their experience as railway 
men seems to lead them naturally to the police force 
when they tire of taking cars out and aspire to-a 
higher salary. Also, they have learned the mean- 
ing of discipline. 

In this connection, it is well to know that a few 
years ago young men from the farm had the call 
on positions as street railway conductors. They 
were usually strong and well seasoned and were 
pretty sure to be honest, so the companies felt. But 
within the last year applications from elevator boys 
have been pouring into the railway offices and they 
are beginning to find favor. 
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railway conductors, 


The experience of elevator boys in handling the 
public and directing people about the city gives them 
a memory for names and streets and serves them 
well, if they secure places as conductors, 

One other reason why elevator boys have a fair- 
ly good chance to secure favorable action on their 
applications for street railway positions is the pow- 
er friends can exert for them if they have conducted 
themselves in such a manner as to win the con- 
fidence of leading men of the city who happen to 
have offices in the buildings where they are em- 
ploved. 

[It is a frequent experience of almost every man 
of consequence having an office in a central office 
building in St. Louis to have one of the bright ele- 
vator boys in the building come to him for a recom- 
mendation to accompany his application for a posi- 
tion as street car conductor. In the Carleton Build-

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RIZONA will not accept statehood if 

A she is to be joined with New Mexico. 

She spurns such a union. If she can- 

not have a whole loaf she will refuse the half. 

Rather than be a State, with her name re- 

tained, but joined like a political Siamese twin 
to New Merico, she will remain a territory. 

This is the belief that now prevails in Phoe- 
nix and Santa Fe and throughout the two ter- 
ritories. Nor is it held alone by the anti-joint 
Statehood faction. It is conceded by some of 
the most prominent leaders who have support- 
ed statehood. 

And in New Mexico, where the fight Ari- 
cona has waged against the jointure has 

aroused much bitterness—for New Me-rico is 

anxious for joint statehood—the newspapers 
that have been doing most valiant work in 
scattering the gospel of joint statehood into 
Arizona have given up the fight. “It is of no 
“use,” they say. “The fight is won. Arizona 
quill defcat joint statehood in‘ spite of all that 
can be done.” 

And Arizona has made this fight on. one 
basic principle—that Arizona is “a white 
man’s country” and that she proposes to re- 
main so. 

Many other reasons have been brought for- 
ward to strengthen their cause, but the great 
specter of the. Arizona anti-joint statehood 
fight is the “Mexican peril.” New Mexico re- 
alises tt, and knows that except for her large 
Mexican population she would now win the

By the terms of the enabling act passed by 
Congress, Arisona and New Mexico will each 
vote on admission as a joint State, and in case 
either territory votes against the proposition 
it will be defeated. The clection will be held 
in November.

It Sounds Expensive, But There Was No 
Lack of Bidders Even at

The little ram—he weighed exactly 100 pounds—— 
was sold at auction in London to a wealthy breeder 
from Buenos Ayres. He was the shearling Riby, 
Derby champion, and the winner of the first prize at 
the Royal Show at Derby. He had been bred by 
Henry Dudding of Ribey Grove, England, and was 
considered the finest young ram ever sent to an 
auction sale. 

Several older and larger sheep were sold before the 
little fellow, many bringing several hundred pounds 
sterling.

Don’t be 
scared out of your senses when the burglar alarm 
rings. Don’t faint or have hysterics, or ciimb into 
the dumbwaiter to hide from the desperado while 
he ranges at will through your apartment, and takes 
what his fancy chooses, Just grab him and hold on 
to him until the police come. That’s all. 

With the record of four burglars in one month 
behind the bars, and three more held on suspicion, 
through the guccess of her burglar-catching system, 
Mrs. Esther Evans, the little janitress at 128 East 
Twenty-ninth street, New York, gives this advice to 
all who are bothered with the modern knight of the 
jimmy. 

For the past month the apartment building on the 
corner of Twenty-ninth street and Lexington ave- 
nue has been a marked quarry.

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HE popular conception of the life of wild ani- 
mals, perhaps, is that they enjoy a care- 
free, contented existence, relieved from 

housekeeping worries and able to fill the family 
larder, upon demand, from supplies plentifully strewn 
in their way by Nature. 

Housekeeping duties bother few of them, it is 
true, but often it is not easy to meet the demands 
of a healthy appetite. In earning their living many 
animals are compelled to work industriously, and to 
bring not a little ingenuity into play. 

In pursuit of his dinner, big, clumsy Bruin fre- 
quently becomes a fisherman, matching his wits 
against the alertness and shyness of the finny tribe. 
Reynard spends many hungry hours stalking the 
timid cottontail, and the Canadian pine marten 
climbs many a tall tree in his quest for a meal of 
squirrel meat. 

Nearly all the flesh-eating animals find earning 
their livelihood more or less arduous. They have 
been doing this for centuries, and from time to time 


| shrewd tricks have been devised in the animal brain 


and passed along to succeeding generations, 

How the black bears of. North America go fishing is 
related by a writer in the American Naturalist, who 
chanced upon the fisherman while summering ‘in the 
Maine woods: 

“Suddenly,” he states, “I came upon a very large 
bear in a thick swamp, lying upon a log across a 
brook. He was so deeply interested in his work that 
he did not notice me until I was quite near. 

“There was a large hole through the log on which 
he lay. He thrust his forearm through this, held 
his open paw in the water and waited for the fish to 
gather around and into it. 

“When it was filled he clutched his fist and brought 
up @ handful of fish, whereupon he sat down and ate 
them with great relish. Then down into the water 
would go the paw again, and so on. 

“The brook was fairly alive with little trout and 
red-sided suckers, with some black suckers. He did 
not eat their heads, and there was quite a pile of 
them on the log. 

“I suppose the oil in his paw attracted the fish and 
baited them even better than a fly hook; his toe- 
nails were his hooks, and sharp ones, too. Once 
grabbed, the fish were sure to stay. Bears also catch 
frogs in these forest brooks.” 

W. H. Osgood, the naturalist, has frequently seen 
bears fishing. “They do not get all their prey in 
shallow water,” he states, “but often go into com- 
paratively deep water in large streams. 

“It is interesting to watch an old mother bear 
with cubs. The cubs do not attempt to fish, but 
stay on the bank and receive contributions. 

“The old bear stands upright and wades in water 
even up to her neck, going very siowly with the 
current, watching the water and making scarcely a 
ripple in it. 

“She holds her arms down at her sides with her 
hands spread, and when she feels a salmon coming 
up against her, clutches it with her claws and throws

The King of Castile was a famous player of this 
time; and when he was a guest at Windsor he ap- 
pears to have spent most of his time either playing 
or watching the game. He proved his skill by giv- 
ing the Marquis of Dorset, the best tennis player 
of his day in England, 15 and a handsome peating. 

There is no record of Queen Bess handling a 
racket, but there were few games she loved so well 
to watch or which roused her to greater enthusiasm. 
James I loved the game and taught his son Henry 
all that he knew of it; while Charles II spent many 
of his happiest, and certainly his healthiest, hours 
racket in hand. Pepys at least once saw the “Merry 
Monarch” enjoying this innocent pastime. “Walking 
along Whitehall,” he writes in his diary under De- 
cember, 1663, “I heard the King was gone to play at 
tennis. So I drove down to the new tennis court 
and saw him and Sir Arthur Slingsby play against 
my Lord of Suffolk and my Lord Chesterfield. The 
King beat three and lost two sets.” 

Tennis of those old times was played in open 
courts, in the parks or ditches of feudal castles. 


Pretty Hanging Baskets 


EARLY all amateur florists have a rondness 
N for hanging baskets, but there are many 
who fail to succeed with them. 
for the majority of these failure is, that the plants 
do not get sufficient water, which should be sup- 
plied very often, on account of the rapidity with 
which it evaporates in such an exposed position. 
The shape of the basket and the material of which it 
is made are of small importance, provided its floral 
occupants do their duty by covering its sides with a 
thick mass of bloom and foliage. This is done to 
perfection by the oxalis, one of the finest plants 
for a hanging basket. Oxalis alba, and oxalis rosia, 
bearing white and pink flowers respectively, are the 
two varieties most generally cultivated. 

A small chopping bowl covered with rustic sticks 
or lichens makes a very pretty hanging basket, and 
so does a wire frame lined with moss and filled with 
soil; but the latter requires an enormous amount 
of water in hot weather. 

One of the prettiest basket plants is Kenilworth 
ity with its delidhte leaves and numerous dainty lit- 
tle flowers. Othomias are also very satisfactory, 
being rapid growers and bearing a large quantity 
of small yellow flowers not unlike the daisy. The 
sedums look well in baskets, especially the variety 
Sieboldii; and German or parlor ivy is a general 
favorite. The dwarf tropaecolum looks we ‘ll in the 
center of a basket, as in addition to its peautiful 
leaves it produges a goodly supply of pre fiy flow- 
ers.

A common half-bushel basket. enameled white and 
lined with pretty. chintz, will make the most useful 
of workbaskets for a housekeeper. It will hold a 
whole week’s mending, with room to slip in the or- 
dinary small workbasket on the top. This keeps 
all sewing materials just where they are needed, 
without the trouble of diving under a layer of worn 
garments in search of darning cotton or thimble. 

Little boleros, both with and without sleeves, form 
a part of most princess dresses, and this has ex- 
tended their use to other costumes; trimming ar- 
ranged in this way freshens up & last summer’s 
gown quite effectively. In addition to lace, these 
boleros are made of fine dotted swiss with insertions 
and edging of lace, having bell sleeves coming just 
to the elbow. Worn over a simple wash dress these 
little jackets are quite dressy. the skirt is not 
made to give a princess effect a high girdle should be 
worn. 

A variety of belts or girdles does not necessarily 
mean extravagance, if the wearer is handy with 
her fingers. Pieces of soft silk or short lengths of 
ribbon may be made into very attractive girdles. 
The narrow girdles are usually made by gathering 
tucks at the back and front, sometimes the sides 
also, and staying the shirred part to the desired 
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width with featherbone. The bone should be en- 
cased and fastened with catstitching. The belt is 
fastened with an ornamental buckle, or with invis- 
ible hooks. The high-pointed girdle must be made 
over a fitted lining, well boned to keep it in place. 
These deep-boned foundations can be bought ready 
made, like the collar foundations. 

A stock and belt of the same silk, chosen with an 
eye to contrast or harmony of color, gives a look of 
smartness when worn with a plain jacket suit and 
white waist. The stock may be a plain coflar piece, 
with a four-in-hand knot or jaunty bow, a little 
white top collar being worn over it, The belt should 
be boned in the back, or held out by a metal girdle 
former, and either folded or tucked lengthwise; it 
may be finished with a buckle, or a flat ring of bon- 
net wire covered with the same material as the 
belt twisted over it, the belt slipping through this 
and being hooked invisibly beneath. Nearly every- 
one can find, among her odd pieces, material enough 
to make such a set.

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Remarkable System That Has Revolution- 
ized Agricultural Conditions in Semi-Arid 
Portions of West and Southwest—Hun- 
dreds of Millions Added to the Natural 


Wealth of the Country. 


HE newly discovered method of farming with- 
out water is revolutionizing agricultural and 
industrial conditions in that vasi region 

known as the semi-arid West, comprising the west- 
érn parts of Kansas, Nebraska, North and South Da- 
kota, the eastern plains of Montana, Wyoming, Col. 
orado and New Mexico, Northern Texas and all 
Oklahoma. 

Millions of acres of land in the West and South- 
west are being reclaimed, even though the nearest 
irrigation glitch is hundreds of miles away and the 
average annual rainfall] is not a bit more today than 
it has been throughout the thousands of years 
these lands have lain arid and burning under the 
hot Western sun. 

Dry farming has already added untold millions of 
dollars to the wealth of all the states included in 
what is’ known as the arid region and in that great 
plain where the climate shades off into aridity so 
gradually that no line of demarcation was ever 
visible to the myriads of “movers” borne by rapid 
waves of immigration beyond the limit within which 
ordinary farming can succeed. 

Dry farming has already added from $50,000,000 
to $100,000,000 to the value of Oklahoma and Texas 
alone. What it is worth to the entire West and 
Southwest only a Mulberry Sellers, accustomed to 
dreaming in -millions, could compute. 

The entire matter may be summed up in this: 


The deserts which have borne no fruit or grain or 
any living vegetable thing heretofure will soon bloom 
like the valleys, and that without any miracle being 
wrought. 

The Southwest has waited long for irrigation, has 
spent millions of dollars getting it; but irriga- 
tion will not solve the problem of making two 
blades of grass grow where but one grew before, and 
one grow: where for countless years the wearied trav- 
eler has stumbled along, his eyes straining for the 
sight of water or verdure, to be driven into madnes; 
by the bewildering mirage and the scorching heat.

And dry farming is already coming to the rescue 
with results that are making the farmers of Okla- 
homa, Texas and all the Southwest grin from ear 
to ear, even as their fields smile with plenty. 

Dry farming is the invention of a man named 
Hardy W. Campbell, a Vermonter, who formerly 
lived in South Dakota and is now a resident of Lin- 
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coln, Neb. Myr. Campbell, after years of experi- 
mentation, arrived at the conclusion that the prob- 
lem of the arid and semi-arid sections is not to secyre 
more water but to conserve the water already se- 
Drouth is simply evaporation outstripping 
rainfall. One good hard rain would be plenty to 
produce 40 bushels-of corn to the acre in the Death 
Valley Desert of California provided the water that 
fell could be kept in the ground until the growing 
grain needed it. To prevent evaporation, therefore, 
was the task to which Mr, Campbell set himself. 
The solution he found to lie in deep plowing. 
The problem of evaporation is the mightiest one 
before the agriculturist of the semi-arid Southwest. 
Even if the same amount of rain fell in Oklahoma 
and Northern Texas and Eastern Colorado as falls 


cured. 


ure would be available for plant life in the former 
as in the latter State. 

Eastern Colorado, for instance, is a mile above 
the sea and has a clear atmosphere and intense sun- 
shine. Its atmosphere is, therefore, very dry and 
quickly drinks up the moisture from the soil unless 
measures are taken to prevent it. The same condi- 
tions prevail, in varying degrees, in Northern Texas, 
Oklahoma, all the vast region where irrigation has 
yeen awaited as the salvation of the agriculturists. 

Mr. Campbell discovered that the way to prevent 

this evaporation was by means of a soil “blanKet,” 
called a “mulch,” covering the earth which had been 
plowéd deep and packed hard until it formed a 
‘reservoir to retain the moisture. Deep piowing is 
the important thing, says Mr. Campbell. ‘The prai- 
tie soils have Jain unstirred for centuries and the 
passage of water through them has resulted in a 
sort of columnar formation. Through the interstices 
between these “columns” the water runs downward 
‘as by gravity and the little columns att as wicks, 
drawing the water back to the surface. 
' As long as the tops of these wicks are exposed to 
the action of the winds the rapid evaporation that 
occurs from the surface keeps in motion the endless 
upward current of moisture to be porne away and 
wasted by the thirsty breeze. Deep plowing, burying 
the tops of these columns under eight to twelve 
inches of looser soil, effectively checks this move- 
ment. But deep plowing fs not alone sufficient. 

The broken ground must receive such treatment 
at once after plowing, while it is still moist, as will 
prevent its drying by evaporation, while still allow- 
ing the falling rain to soak into it easily and also 
keeping the hoisting chain feeding the earthen wicks 
going beneath the surface to lift moisture to—but 
not past—the rootbed from deep in the earth. And 
this trcatment is the new idea that is going to be the 
salvation of the Southwest. 

For Mr. Campbell has learned that an inch of 
rainfall is about 120 tons of water to the acre and 
that 12 inches of rainfall, if it can be kept in the 
ground, is amply sufficient to mature a crop of five 
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tons of dry produce to the acre, and hence that in 
the driest year of dearth there is more rainfall than 
the crops need. 

Hence the deep plowing to pack the subsoil intoa 
reservoir and the “mulch” of pulverized dirt on top. 
This finely pulverized surface serves a two-fold pur- 
pose. It prevents the moisture from below, in large 
measure, from evaporating, and at the same time 
keeps the surface in such condition that it readily 
absorbs whatever sudden showers may fall. It is 
the same principle as placing some powdered sugar 
on the surface of a lump of sugar and holding the 
latter in a tumbler of water. The powdered sugar 
will remain dry even when the lump has become so 
thoroughly saturated that it crumbles to pieces in 
the hands of the holder. 

Finely pulverizing and packing the seed bed makes 
it capable of retaining the greatest possible per- 
centage of the moisture that falls, just as a fine 
sponge of a certain size will hold many times as 
much water as a coarse sponge of the same size, or

best friends. 


HERE is nothing the habitual criminal dreads 
more than the possibility of his misdeeds be- 
ing brought up against him in court. Acting, 

as it undoubtedly does, as a great preventive of 


jerime, this tracing of the antecedents of suspected 


former offenders is an important matter, and a far 
more difficult one than most people imagine.

Vast as is the work entailed 
by this system, its value is incaleulable, and many 
thousands of habitual criminals owe the fact that 
they are now justly in prison, and therefore harmless | 
to society, to these wonderful records, 

The huge amount of information garnered in this 
way at Scotland Yard is by no means allowed to fie 
fallow, for it serves other purposes than that of 
procuring longer terms of imprisonment for hardened 
lawbreakers. At irregular intervals the “Police Cir. 
cular” is issued, a publication containing portraits 
and descriptions of persons “wanted” for various 
offenses, Copies are distributed to every police sta- 
tion all over England, so that the perpetrator of a 
crime in London can po longer regard the provinces 
as a secure asylum from arrest. 

This is of the greatest assistance, since it not only 
results in the apprehension of many offenders, but, 
by familiarizing the police with the habits and ap- 
pearance of habitual felons, enables a strict watch 
to be kept on their movements. Individual inquiries 
about a supposed convict are made in the same way, 
a number of photographs, with all available informa- 
tion being sent to certain police centers, and from

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’ Stifling Places Where Men Sweat and 
Swelter That You May Be Cool-== 
How Every Device That Assists in 
Reducing Your Temperature Gets 
Its Life From Fire and Brawn. 


HE world has many forgotten men. 
These men are taken for granted—and 
forgotten. They are part of the great 
“machinery of life, somewhere out of sight, neces- 
sary, paid somehow by somebody, going, coming— 
and forgotten. 

In the hot city, civilization has provided many 
devices for keeping cool, or, at least, for being less 
warm—and on the coolest days many parts of 
the seething town, many crowded corners, are al- 
ways hot. 

Behind most of these devices is a furnace—be- 
hind the electric fan, behind trolley wire, beyond 
the block of artificial ice, beyond the various 


tan which has soothed his slumbers all night, and 
steps into his dressing room, wnere he turns on 
fan No. 2. Both are run by electricity, powes 
for which is supplied by two mighty boilers lo- 
cated either in the hotel-or some huge outside 
electric plant. AJl day and all night men. feed 
these boiler furnaces with coal amid infernal heat. 

Just off the dressing room is a refrigerator, 
with an ice-water tap or spring water chilled 
against ice. This ice, artificially manufactured, 
can be traced back to a huge plant, whose power 
is supplied by the man between two raging fur- 
naces. As Mr. Bachelor cools his thirst with ice- 
water some other man breathes in gas and in- 


describable heat to make more ice. Next comes 
the cooliag shower bath, water for which was 
pumped to the top floor by engines in the base- 
ment, power furnished by the man at the furnace. 

His breakfast is brought to his room by a dumb- 
waiter run by electric power, furnished by the 
game fireman. The fruit was rushed by fast ex- 
‘press, drawn by an engine, fed by a man whose 
face is seared by heat. The fresh fish, the cream, 
the eggs and the butter, in order to meet the ap- 
proval of his epicurean taste, were rushed to St. 
Louis by other firemen. Even the butter was in 
reality churned to a golden yellow by the fireman 
who feeds the furnace in a modern creamery. Or 
if a part of his breakfast was drawn from a cold- 
storage plant, it is the man between the furnaces 
who strangely enough makes possible the refrig- 
erating process. 

He is carried to the ground floor on an electric 
elevator, and the fireman in the sub-cellar flings 
open the red-lined door of the furnace and feeds 
more coal into that hungry maw. Let Mr. Bach- 
elor board either an electric or a steam car for 
his office downtown, and somewhere in a great 
power house another fireman bends to the heat 
and the shovel.
